Mr. J. C. Kesler, Salisbury: 


It is my privilege and 
pleasure, having been selected Chairman of the Program Com- 
mittee, to present to you, your program. We hope that it will 
be your guide during the week you are here. I now present to 
you your General Chairman, who has had the privilege of plan- 
ning for your convention. He has found out one thing, fellow 
members, that it is easier to ask you to come here, than it is 
to prepare for it afterwards. We are happy to say to you that 
we are ready for you. I now present to you your General Chair- 
man, Assistant Chief Charles Burkett. (Applause) 


We will stand and sing America. (This was done) 
We will now have the invocation, by Reverend Marshall Wood- 
son. 
Reverend Woodson, Salisbury: 


Eternal God, and our Father—Creator of the universe, Maker 
of our bodies, and father of our spirits: We come seeking Thy 
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presence in prayer. We do not come to Thee in a vain and form- 
al manner, but we earnestly seek The, who art great and good, 
and who art the inspiration for all that we do that is worth-while.

Assistant Chief Burkett: 


With the opening of the forty-sixth annual convention and 
tournament of the North Carolina Firemen’s Association, which 
is being held in this city of Salisbury, July 24 to 27, it gives me 
great pleasure now to introduce to you Hon. Henry W. Davis, 
Mayor of the City of Salisbury, who will address us on behalf of 
the city. (Applause) 


Mayor Henry W. Davis, Salisbury: 


Mr. President, Mr. Program Manager, ladies and gentlemen: 
We have been looking forward to this convention for sometime, 
and we have been looking forward to it ever since 1904 when you 
gave us such a good time, and made us enjoy ourselves so much. 
We have always wanted you to come back again. We know of 
no convention that we had rather have in our city, than that of 
the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association, and especially 
now that we are just emerging from, I will say, a depression. I 
know that you will make things lively and help us forget. We 
know of no organization in the country that we think more of 
than we do our firemen. They have taught us a lot of things in 
our schools, and trained our children in the necessity of taking 
care of the homes to prevent fire. We had clean-up week in 
which they showed us business men how to look after our places 
of business, to prevent fires. And you have done a great work 
in this state. We want you to have a good time while you are 
here, and we want you to enjoy every minute of this time; and,

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Assistant Chief Burkett: 


I will now present to the Association Mr. Edwin Earle, Jr., 
who will address you in behalf of the Merchants’ Association of 
Salisbury and Spencer. 


Mr. Edwin Earle, Jr.: 


I am kind of scared of this adding machine. (Laughter. 
Points to shorthand machine of the stenographer.) I hope the la- 
dy writes me a nice address. When I looked on this program this 
morning and saw that you had nine addresses of welcome, I de- 
cided the thing that I should extend to you men this morning 
should be my sympathy, so I will make mine very short. The 
merchants are glad to have you here. We hope that these 
four days will be four days of pleasure and profit to your organi- 
zation, and if you haven’t had a sufficiently good time in the 
four days, we just urge you to stay as long as want to. (Ap- 
plause) 

Assistant Chief Burkett: 


I will now present to the Association the President of the 
Salisbury Chamber of Commerce, Hon. S. H. Plexico, who will 
speak in behalf of that organization. 


Hon. S. H. Plexico: 


Ladies and gentlemen of the convention: I come before you 
this morning to welcome you on behalf of the Salisbury Chamber 
of Commerce. This organization represents the civic and com- 
mercial interests of our city. On behalf of each and every indi- 
vidual member of our organization I bid you welcome to Salis- 
bury. As you have heard reiterated here, Salisbury has not had 
the distinguished honor and pleasure of entertaining this conven- 
tion since 1904. I am told that the other convention was in 1896. 
Even some of the speakers on the platform recall those days. I 
told them when they began to go back as far as 1896, they would 
have to leave me out. Salisbury, to my mind, is an attractive lit- 
tle city, made up of true southern people, people who will give 
you of their best and who in turn are worthy of any man’s best. 
If you want a city in which to work, to live, to play, when recrea- 
tion is needed, to progress with a progressive city, then I will 
tell you that Salisbury, North Carolina, the central city of the 
Piedmont, invites you. Gentlemen, I wish for you a great mea- 
sure of success with your convention. I heartily pledge to you the 
support of our people, and any service that we can render, the 
Chamber of Commerce will gladly give. I hope that you will 
not wait as long as you did, to come back, when you leave Salis- 
bury, and I hope that you will say, “Let’s go back there, before 
long.” I thank you. (Applause) 
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Assistant Chief Burkett: 


The next speaker is a man who does not need any introduc- 
tion, a man well-known in the state. He happens to have the 
honor of being the grandson of the first Fire Chief Salisbury had, 
the one that organized this department, the late Chief Alexander 
Parker. He is the the Commander of the American Legion of 
this State, and nationally known. I now present to you Mr. 
Bryce Parker Beard, who will speak to you on behalf of the 
American Legion of this State and City. (Applause) 

(Mr. Beard’s Address was from a manuscript, and was not 
received by reporter.) 


Assistant Chief Burkett: 


It now gives me great pleasure to present to you a man who 
has helped to put this convention in first class order, Mr. H. C. 
Holmes, City Manager, who will talk to you on behalf of the city 
government. 


Mr. H. C. Holmes: 


Mr. Chairman, and Visiting Firemen: Twenty-nine years ago 


I witnessed the last Firemen’s convention held in Salisbury. 
Since that time many changes have taken place. Salisbury has 
changed, and you have changed; from a band of willing volun- 
teers you have become a highly efficient organization, whose chief 
concern is the protection of life and property from man’s worst 
enemy, fire. Your profession has many traditions of which you 
should justly feel proud. In behalf of the city government, I 
extend to you the same kind of cordial welcome as was given you 
upon the same occasion of your visit to Salisbury over a quarter 
of a century ago. Make yourselves at home while you are with 
us. Remember that every agency of the city is devoted to the 
purpose of seeing that your visit is enjoyable. (Applause) 


Assistant Chief Burkett: 


I now present to you one of the foremost police chiefs in the 
country, Chief Robert Lee Rankin, who will speak to you in be- 
half of the police department. (Applause) 


Police Chief Rankin: 


Gentlemen, Mr. President: It is a great pleasure to me to 
welcome you to our city. It has been my pleasure for the last 
two years to attend your conventions. Two years ago I went 
with Chief Brown to Statesville, and saw you all having a grand 
time. Last year I went with Chief Burkett to Hamlet, saw and 
met a lot of you boys and learned to like you. We are very glad in- 
deed to have you here in Salisbury. Someone said to me last 
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week, “You are dreading this Firemen’s Convention, aren’t you?” 
I said, “No.” They wanted to know why. I said, “Well, every 
bunch of men has a chief over him,” and there were very few I 
knew but what would keep in line, and if there were a few of the 
boys that got a little out of line, that I knew his Chief would 
jerk him back in, so that their boys would not have to come in 
contact with policemen. So, outside of me, I hope you boys won’t 
come in contact with other policemen at all, except to say howdy 
do, and go on. (Applause). Now, boys, we are glad that you are 
here. We want you to have a good time. We demand that you 
have a good time, and hope that when you leave here that you can 
truthfully say that you have had the best time that you have had 
at any convention, and that you will want to come back to see 
us. (Applause) 


Assistant Chief Burkett: 


The next speaker was to address you on behalf of the police 
protection of the county, Sheriff J. H. Krider. He isn’t here yet, 
so I will present to you Mr. Charles H. Coggins, who will speak 
to you in behalf of the county. He is the Chairman of our pa- 
rade. 

Mr. Charles H. Coggins: 


Gentlemen, I am going to speak to you about some of the de- 
tails of the parade. It has been a pleasure to me, and the com- 
mittee appointed by Mr. Burkett, to arrange the parade. We 
have made a few important changes. The program shows that the 
parade is to be at four o’clock, but due to the fact that the out- 
of-town musical organizations could not get here at that time, 
the parade will start promptly at five-thirty tomorrow afternoon. 
We will have the Albemarle Drum and Bugle Corps, which is the 
state champion, we will have the Salisbury Corps, and also the 
efficient Band of Frank Shaw’s, from Greensboro. There will be 
prizes for the best decorated float, with civic organizations and 
business concerns promising to put in floats. In addition we will 
have a number of individual cars, and of course, leading the pro- 
cession, the distinguished guests. Captain Farmer has promised 
us a splendid patrol to lead the parade. We would like to have 
a large number of visiting firemen in line tomorrow afternoon, al- 
so. If possible, I would like for you to march in groups, either 
carrying a flag, or something to designate where the organization 
is from. There will be cash prizes, $25.00 for the best firemen’s 
unit, and two prizes of $15.00, and three prizes of $10.00. So you 
fire chiefs and heads of the different sections see that it is worth 
your while to get in this parade, for the cash benefits, as well as 
the publicity; for the floats, there will be similar awards. It looks 
as if it is going to be one of the biggest parades that Salisbury 
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has ever had. We want the co-operation of every fireman in get- 
ting in line. The Committee begs to report that it has appoint- 
ed as Honorary Chief Marshall of the Parade, Mr. Sherwood Brock- 
well. (Applause) 


Assistant Chief Burkett: 


I will now present to this organization a man who needs no in- 
troduction. He has been attending these conventions for thirty- 
three years, W. A. Brown, our Fire Chief, who will welcome you 
on behalf of the Firemen. (Applause) 


Chief Brown: 


Ladies and gentlemen, and brother firemen: The Fire Depart- 
ment doesn’t think that you expect us to welcome you here, we 
invited you here. You are always welcome to our city, we want 
you to feel that you are one of us. We want you to feel at home. 
I want to know how many in this audience were here in 1896? 
(Few hands are raised.) Sheriff Krider didn’t come to tell you 
about the jail, but I understand that the only way you can get in 
there is to break in. You notice that in your little envelope they 
gave you a headache powder. (Laughter) If that doesn’t take 
care of you, then, we will have you taken care of some other way. 
We are going to see that you get what you want, and when you 
want it. Don’t bother the other police, as I said a while ago, go 
to the Chief. He knows where it is. (Applause) 


ne The Elks Club has invited you to go up to their Club and 
visit. They have a couple of porters up there to wait on you, pa- 
pers to read, tables to sit around and talk, and if you want any- 


thing else, they will get it for you. We hope you will have a good 
time. (Applause) 


Assistant Chief Burkett: 


The next address of welcome is on behalf of the ministerial 
association of this city, and Spencer, by Rev. M. L. Stirewalt. 

- . . Sherwood Brockwell enters the Hall, audience rises and 
applauds. . . 
Rev. M. L. Stirewalt: 


Mr. Chairman, and Firemen: There is something fitting about 
your being welcomed to the city by the ministers, for I speak in 
behalf of the Rowan County Ministerial Association. Formerly 
we would have said that the ministers and the firemen are alike, 
fire fighters. (Laughter) Now, I presume it is better to say that 


we are alike endeavoring to prevent and save from destruction. 
(Applause) 


We are glad to welcome you on behalf of the ministers, on 
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behalf of the churches, of Rowan County. We have the best 
churches and ministers in the country. (Applause) We welcome 
you to the fellowship that is wholesome and to the right.side of 
the city of Salisbury. We are happy to have you in our midst, a 
group of men characterized as you are. Some of these traits are 
readiness for service, a prmopt obedience to the call to duty, and 
the objective of saving, and constructive work. It is healthful to 
the atmosphere of a community to have such a.body of men with 
them. And, in the last analysis, we find that success in life de- 
pends on it. I remember hearing the Governor of Ohio say, some- 
time ago, that no man can get very far in political life in Ameri- 
ca if there is any flaw in his living in the past, for the seach- 
light of investigation is sure to find it. The best way to go up- 
ward, is to go right. We believe that the success and progress of. 
your Chief, and Secretary Miller, may be due to the fact that in 
the midst of his career he was under our pastoral care. »(Ap- 
plause) We hope,. however, that Chief Brown won’t take too 
much encouragement from that. The ministers and churches of 
Rowan County welcome you and trust that you will have such 
good fellowship and such recollections of your good times in Sal- 
isbury that you will hurry back. (Applause) 


Assistant Chief Burkett: 


I will now present to you our beloved President, Frank Shaw, 
President of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association, who 
will introduce to you the Honorable R. D. Douglas of Greensboro. 


President Shaw: 


Ladies and brother Firemen, and Friends: You have been wel- 
comed here this morning all the way from the jail house to the 
church. (Laughter) I don’t think that during my career of twen- 
ty-six years in the fire department, that the Association has been 
received with more open arms than they have this morning in 
this good city of Salisbury. If there is one in the audience that 
feels that it has not been welcomed to this good city, please see me 
and I will see the undertaker. (Laughter) Knowing that this 
was true, Salisbury is my home, too. After anyone has been 
in this good city for thirty minutes and doesn’t say it is home, 
why, he is lost. So, I knew it would take a big man to make a 
response to these wonderful addresess of welcome this morning, 
and it fell upon me to secure that man. We happen to be so 
fortunate as to have in our city a man that I thought could fill 
this place best, a man who incorporated, I thought inaugurated— 
but he says “incorporated”—this good old Southside Hose Com- 
pany of Greensboro, the place where I first hung up my hat when 
I started in to fight fire in Greensboro. This being true, natur- 
ally this speaker feels nearer and dearer to me. 
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The question was asked who was here in Salisbury at the 
last convention—I was. It was quite a bit of experience for me. 
I was on the reel team that won the championship at this good 
city. So, I am not going to take up any more of your time, and 
of the speaker who follows me, but I am sure that he will have 
an answer for each and every one of these addresses of welcome. 
It is a great pleasure to introduce to you the Honorable R. D. 
Douglas, who is one of our outstanding attorneys, and an out- 
standing fireman of the city of Greensboro. (Applause) 


Hon. R. D. Douglas: 


Mr. Woodson, Mayor Davis, Mr. Earle, Mr. Plexico, Chief 
Rankin, Mr. Beard, Mr. Holmes, Sheriff Krider, Dr. Stirewalt, 
and Chief Brown—and everybody else in Salisbury: The very 
pleasant duty has been placed upon me in behalf of the visit- 
ing firemen throughout North Carolina to thank you in their 
name, to thank you most cordially and thank you from the bot- 
tom of our hearts for this very, very cordial welcome which you 
have given us. After what you have said to us today we per- 
haps feel that we are of even more importance than we are, and 
particularly taking into consideration the welcome given by Chief 
Brown, and that given by Doctor Stirewalt, taking those two 
together, we feel that we are going through life with a calm 
confidence of a Christian that holds four aces. (Applause) 


We come, gentlemen, from the various parts of a second 
best state in the nation. Now, you may perhaps wonder why I 
say the second-best state. Why, everybody admits that North 
Carolina is the second-best state—the first-best has not been 
decided. You take a man from Virginia and he will tell you that 
Virginia is the best state in the nation, and that North Carolina 
is the second-best; and a man from Kentucky will tell you ex- 
aclty the same thing in regard to Kentucky and North Carolina; 
Tennessee, Missouri, or anywhere you go, his home state is the 
best, and North Carolina is the second-best state. And therefore, 
gentlemen, as it seems to be almost the universal opinion through- 
out the United States that North Carolina is the second-best 
state, I presume that we will have to bow to that universal opin- 
ion and claim to be the second-best state. Now, then, we are 
also meeting in the second-best town in the second-best state; 
what is the first-best town? That hasn’t been decided. I an 
sure that each of you think that you have got the best town in 
the state, and every man here is loyal enough to say his hometown 
is the first-best town in the state, but every one of them are will- 
Heras ney that Salisbury is the second-best town. (Applause) 
ae ee. to enjoy your hospitality and receive your cor- 

welcome the men from the second-best state in the Union 
met in the second-best town in the state. 
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When there was a holding up of hands a while ago, I went 
up for 1896. Some of these gray-haired boys besides myself also 
went back those thirty-seven years. It is wonderful, unthinkable, 
to review the changes that have taken place. Greensboro was 
very proud of the fact that we owned two horses to pull our old 
steamer. The rest of the apparatus we footed along behind us 
as we hit the dusty trail. Changes in fighting fire have been al- 
most unthinkable during that thirty-seven years, but there is one 
thing that has not changed. If you will allow me to give a per- 
sonal reminiscene, let me say that when I was in Georgetown 
University I was the mile runner on the track team. We had 
an old Irish trainer who spit tobacco juice four feet away from 
him, and murdered the King’s English, but he knew his business. 
He was training his team, and one day one of the Professors from 
the University came out there and walked up to the trainer and 
said, “I thought that man was your mile runner, Mike?” Mike 
says, “Sure, and he is, and why?” “Well, you have been running 
him around here and I noticed that you are only running him 
around this track three times, and that is only three-quarters of 
a mile.” “Sure it is,” said Mike. The professor scratched his 
head and said, “I thought he was your mile man, I don’t under- 
stand why if he is your mile man you are running him for three- 
quarters.” Mike spit, this way (indicates), and said, “I am teach- 
ing the lad to run three-quarters of a mile on his muscle. Then 
when the race comes if he hasn’t got the guts to run the last 
quarter on his nerve, damn him, he has no business on the team!” 
Now, I will say to these old timers, and say to young fellows, 
that you can have all sorts of apparatus, if you please, all sorts 
of water pressure, Mr. City Manager, and have everything that 
money can buy, but if we are real firemen, in spite of all that 
apparatus, in spite of all that equipment, in spite of all that train- 
ing, every now and then if we are real firemen the time is com- 
ing when we have got to run the last quarter on our nerve, and 
nothing is going to takes its place! (Applause) 


The Honorable Mayor made some sort of reference to a de- 
pression. I don’t know what he is talking about. (Laughter) 
Although, it seems to me, I have heard something about a de- 
pression mentioned sometime ago. Depression—there is no de- 
pression in our business, Mr. Mayor, we are doing just as much 
business as we ever did, depression or no depression, our job 
goes on. We have got to face conditions as we find them. Now, 
as far as the solving of this depression goes, why, let the high- 
brows decide that. Do you know what a highbrow is? A man 
who is educated beyond his capacity mentally. Let them decide 
what we are going to do. What we firemen are going to do is 
face things that come. When a condition comes, face it and 
solve it then and there, make the most of the opportunity. In 
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fact, we know just exactly how Mary felt. J ohn lived on one farm 
and Mary lived on the adjoining farm. A circus came to the lit- 
tle village near the farm, and John tok Mary to the circus. Well, 
they went all around and saw the various animals, and among 
other things saw this big octopus, a big sort of devil fish, with 
eight long arms, swimming around in a glass aquarium. They 
stayed there and watched that for a time and finally they got tir- 
ed and bought some peanuts and sat down behind a tent there 
to eat them. Finally John turned to Mary and said, “I wish that 
I was an octopus.” Mary said, “John, why do you wish you were 
an octopus?” » He said, “I wish I had eight long arms like an oc- 
topus has,” and she replied, “Why, John, what do you want with 
eight long arms like an octopus,” and he said, ‘‘Well, I would like 
to put them all around you.” She said, “John, you are very wick 
ed,” and John said, “No, I am not, why do you say that?” “Yes, 
John, you are very wicked. He says, “How am I wicked, Mary?” 
She says, “John, it is always wicked to sit idly by wishing for the 
impossible and neglecting the opportunities that God has given 
you.” (Laughter) Now, you may have depressions, and you may 
have good times. We leave that to the highbrows to settle. Like 
Mary, we believe in taking full advantage of the opportunities 
that God has given us in our work. (Applause) Therefore, gen- 
tlemen, for the next two or three days we will accept in the same 
spirit which we know it has been tendered, your very cordial - 
welcome to the second-best town in the second-best state in the 
United States, and say, God Bless You! (Tremendous applause) 


Assistant Chief Burkett: 


I will now turn the meeting over to Frank Shaw, President of 
the Association. 


President Shaw: 


I want to recognize Frank Bennett at this time, Chief of 
the Durham Fire Department, and an ex-president of the Asso- 
ciation. (Applause) 


Chief Frank Bennett, Durham: 


Mr. President, and members of the North Carolina State Fire- 
men’s Association, Ladies and Gentlemen: I came up here this 
morning, and I had a whole lot memorized that I was going to 
say relative to the next speaker on the program, but I do want 
to say that he is on time for everything that he has to do, al- 
though I am not going to tell you as much about him as Frank 
Shaw told you about his fellow townsman. The man I have ref- 
erence to, although he is from Durham, he is more of a state 
citizen. I think he is pretty well-known over the state, and I 
am not going to take up your time this morning telling you about 
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this next speaker. I want to tell you that during the World War 
he organized Battery “C”, and was the first to volunteer his ser- 
vices to Uncle Sam. As many services as he has rendered, I 
don’t believe he has ever served as a fireman, but I say this to 
you: He certainly has been a friend to the firemen in Durham. 
The gentleman I have reference to is Major L. P. McLendon of 
Durham, who will address you at this time. (Applause, and audi- 
ence rises.) - 
ADDRESS 


By Major L. P. McLendon 
Chief Bennett, Mr. President, and Gentlemen of the North 


Carolina State Firemen’s Association: 

A Colored man was invited not long ago to make a speech 
to a fraternal organization. He had never made one before, and 
he was very much disturbed about it, and he mentioned it to some 
of his brethren, and one of them said, “That ain’t hard to do,” 
and the old fellow asked, “What do you know about it, have you 
ever made a speech to a big crowd?” And his brother said, 
“Sure, several times.” “Well, what did you say?” And he an- 
swered, “I just said, ‘I ain’t guilty.’” (Laughter) Knowing 
Frank Bennett as I do, I think I might also illustrate his intro- 
duction of me by telling you the story of the negro prize-fighter 
when he came into the ring and saw how big and powerful his 
opponent looked, he went all to pieces and began to shake. His 
trainer shook him, and said, ‘‘Wake up, Bill, wake up. You can 
beat that fellow.” He replied, “I don’t know whether I am go- 
ing to beat him or not.” The trainer said, “Yes you can, you just 
say over and over to yourself, I am going to beat him. I am go- 
ing to beat him.” The negro said, “That won’t do.” And the 
trainer said, “Why?” “Because I knows what a big liar I is” 
(Laughter) You can’t believe everything that Frank Bennett 
says. (Laughter.” 


I must express, Mr. President, and Gentlemen, my sincere 
appreciation of this cordial invitation to talk to you men, and 
mingle with you today. I think a man must be a rather unusual 
and strange sort of man who doesn’t find joy and pleasure in 
meeting and mingling with courageous men. Your life work is 
such that weaklings and cowards soon fall down and none are 
left except the strong and the brave, and men who are tall, sun- 
crowned, who stand above the throng, in public duty, and pri- 
vate thinking. I am not surprised that so many ex-service men 
are members of this Association, because I think there is a great 
similarity between the life of a soldier and the life of a fireman. 
Both of them trained by hours, by weeks, by months, and even 
years doing the same thing over and over again in order that 
they may know how to do it automatically and without thinking, 
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making it a veritable part of their very life! No one knows bet- 
ter than a soldier the value of time. A soldier knows that in a 
half of a second, sometimes, there is the difference of life and 
death, and so does the fireman know. No one knows better than 
the fireman and the soldier the value of accuracy. Erroneous esti- 
mates made by a soldier may not only destroy him, but his com- 
rades. And the same thing is true of the firemen. And no one 
knows better than the soldier and the fireman the value of team 
work, co-operation, the tremendous importance of every man hav- 
ing his task to do, and doing it. Not only doing it, but doing it 
well and doing it on time. One man who constitutes a cog in the 
machine may destroy the whole machinery, although nine others 
are performing their duties exactly and accurately, and on time. 
And so, I say that I think it may be summarized by saying the 
only difference between the life of a soldier and the life of a fire- 
man, is that a soldier trains to meet and conquer a human enemy, 
and the fireman trains and meets the greatest natural destruc- 
tive force that we know anything about. (Applause) 


And I must take this opportunity this morning of paying a tri- 
bute. I feel that I would be remiss in my duty if I did not pay 
a word of tribute to that great North Carolinian who has been 
gone now for some years, but who was in fact the father of this 
organization, Colonel James D. McNeill, of Fayetteville. (Tre- 
mendous applause) I think, gentlemen, that you men who belong 
to this splendid organization not only honor yourselves, but you 
honor the great state that gave him and gave you birth when you 
make him the patron saint of the North Carolina Firemen. (Ap- 
plause) Now, those in your ranks who have left your company 
during this past year, suffice it to say that those who died, died 
like true soldiers in the line of duty, fighting the battle, and they 
have left a reputation for character and stamina that makes for 
greatness, and makes men stalwart. (Applause) 


Because you know so much about discipline and the value 
of discipline, I have decided to talk to you this morning very 
briefly on a subject that ought to be interesting to every North 
Carolinian, and I am almost prepared to say is interesting to every 
citizen today. I call it for the lack of a better name, “The Evo- 
lution of Popular Government.” And I say in the beginning that 
I doubt if there has ever been a time in the history of our na- 
tion, with one possible exception, when so many of the nation’s 


citizens were thinking, and thinking seriously, about the problems 
which face our Government. 


I think it may be said that we have had three great experi- 
ences and three great developments in the history of our nation. 
We are a comparatively young nation, as you know. The first 
one of those was that period which followed the Revolutionary 
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War, continuing for practically nine years, between the date of 
the surrender of Cornwallis at Yorktown, and the inauguration 
of our first President. I like to think of this period of American 
History, because I have a conviction that American citizens know 
too little about it. It was during that time that our nation, as 
such, was actually born. And may I remind you that our fore- 
fathers in that time were intensely and bitterly opposed to Gov- 
ernment and particularly national Government. So much so was 
that true, that when the Convention assembled in Philadelphia, 
which finally proposed the national constitution, it assembled not 
in the guise of a constitutional convention, but very much [ike 
the present economic conference that is going on in England, ex- 
cept that it was first carried on behind locked and guarded doors. 
Great American citizens like George Washington, and Mason, and 
John Marshall, discussed and argued and proposed the Federal 
constitution. They knew that the hostility to it was so great 
that they dared not give it. publicity. There was a question as to 
who should have the custody of the debates and proceedings that 
tok place behind those locked doors, and there was only one man 
who could go and find this precious document, with whom it could 
be trusted, and he was no other than George Washington, himself. 
(Applause) It was years after that before it became public prop- 
erty, and then when it came to light and was proposed to the thir- 
teen states that they adopt this brand new theory of Government, 
setting up a national Government which would have supervisory 
power over the states, the bitterness through out all of the thir- 
teen original states was more than I can describe to you. Even 
here in North Carolina a Baptist minister was making a speech 
in violent opposition to this new theory of Government, and some- 
one arose in the audience, and interrupted. The crowd seized the 
interrupter and would have harmed him except for the pleading 
of some of the wiser heads in the crowd. When the great state of 
Virginia, our neighboring state, had its debate in Richmond, its 
convention for the adoption of the Federal constitution, there oc- 
curred, perhaps, the greatest debate ever staged by the English 
spaking people anywhere on the face of th globe. None other 
than Patrick Henry, himself, led the opposition to this strange, 
new theory of Government. On the other hand, the contest in 
behalf of its adoption was led by that great soldier and great 
jurist, John Marshall. Each of them, equally patriotic, equally 
devoted to this new country and the new-found freedom, each of 
them opposing with all the power they had the views of the other, 
and contesting every single inch of ground which involved the 
launching of this nation upon a new theory and a new Govern- 
mental experience. It wasn’t here in North Carolina or in the 
South that armed resistance occurred to the new Government. It 
was in no less place than old rock-ribbed Massachusetts, the very 
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state that nearly sixty years later was to condemn the South for 
its effort to assert what they thought was their political right. In 
Massachusetts no less than sixteen thousand men armed them- 
selves, and with their military leaders were ready to march into 
camp and to fight, if necessary, to prevent the adoption of this 
new national constitution. All over the country the opposition to 
it was violent and bitter. The explanation of it is not so difficult. 
The explanation of it is simply this, that those men who had come 
here out of the wilderness, that had little cleared patches of 
ground, had erected their huts, had built their little villages, had 
built their little churches, sometimes their little schoolhouses, they 
thought that the most precious thing on earth was individual lib- 
erty and independence. They wanted no supervisory power over 
them. They wanted to be let alone, to be their own king, their 
own Government, and to do as they pleased. That feeling was 
strongly imbedded in our forefathers’ breasts. They resented the 
very idea of any power, whether you call it Government, or not, 
which had over them any control or any discipline. 


Then, we come to the second great development in our na- 
tional Government. That was no less than the struggle between 
the North and South in that period which we describe as the Civil 
War. And, I pause to call your attention to the fact that the re- 
sult of it was that it was death, once and forever, of the idea that 
there is any such thing as human slavery. And the effect of that 
has been tremendous. It relates not only to the black man, but 
it relates to the white man. The conception has been growing 
from that day until now that there can be no such thing as 
physical slavery, no such thing in this nation as economic slavery. 
One is as bad as the other. The teaching of that philosophy, and 


the result of the Civil War even upon present day conditions is 
hard to estimate. ; 


And, we come to the third great development. That is the 
very period in which you and I now live. I know that one of the 
most unpopular words in the English language, with the American 
people is the word “revolution,” and next to that the next most 
unpopular word is discipline, for the very reason that I have al- 
ready pointed out to you. And yet, I dare say that you and I are 
living in the very midst and are eye-witnesses of a literal revolu- 
tion in this country, a revolt against conditions as they are, a de- 
termined effort to better the lot of the average man; by whatever 
name you want to call it, the fact remains that it is a great po- 
litical revolution. About whom are people thinking nowadays? 
They are thinking about the tenement dweller; they are thinking 
about the farmer; thinking about the laborer in the bowels of 
the earth, in the mines; they are thinking about the toiler, think- 
ing about the home owner, whose little home represents, perhaps, 
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the savings of a life time. They are thinking about the great 
mass of people, not those who have been favored either by their 
Own energies, or good fortune, or whatever chance it may have 
been. They are thinking about the great mass of American citi- 
teenie who constitute the very bone and very fibre of this na- 
ion. 


What are we witnessing as a result of it? We are witness- 
Ing an absolute extreme from what took- place in this first period 
about which I have spoken, that period which followed the Revo- 
lutionary War. Then our forefathers hated Government, they re- 
sented every single effort at governmental discipline, and govern- 
mental regulation. And today we have completely reversed our- 
selves, and everyone of us is perfectly willing to call on the Gov- 
ernment for help about anything, if we have the slightest idea 
that some good will result from it and some improvement occur as 
a result of the call which we make. Those of you who heard the 
President’s speech last night over the radio must have been im- 
pressed, as I was, with this thought which ran through every word 
that he uttered; that there are those that do not, as I have sug- 
gesed, need this help, and that help, and the other help, but there 
are millions of unemployed, millions of unfortunate ones who need 
not only the help of the Government itself, but need the help of 
every citizen of these United States. (Tremendous applause) I 
was particularly struck when the President said last night that 
while we have the power under the law to compel men to do this, 
that and the other, notwithstanding that, he says, “I have no in- 
tention of resorting to it. Rather do I call upon the American 
people themselves, to voluntarily and willingly, patriotically and 
sacrificially to rally behind the Government, itself, and put across 
the greatest program of Governmental relief that the world has 


ever known.” 


We are witnessing all kinds of changes and experiments, not 
only in this country, but in every other nation. It can be said 
with credit to this country that we have not resorted to armed 
violence to change the Government in form or theory, but rather, 
as the President has suggested, we have come to the point where 
we are looking to every citizen and asking him to recognize his 
responsibility to the Government at large. And what is the re- 
sult of it? The result, I think, is one of the most signinficant, in- 
sofar as we are beginning to be nationally conscious, state con- 
scious. And I think our own General Assembly in North Caro- 
lina, which adjourned a short time age, and our National Con- 
gress, which so recently adjourned, both of them demonstrated 
better than we could perhaps express in words, the thought and 
the convicition that we have come to the time in North Carolina 
when our statesmen are looking at the state from its four corners 


and as a whole. They forget their individual personal ambitions 
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and their local pride, and the same thing is true of the National 
Congress. There never has been a period in the history of our 
nation that a Congress legislated from a national viewpoint so much 
so as this Congress which so recently adjourned. There is much 
in this new deal, as that is sometimes called, this new experience, 
in this new experiment which you and I are witnessing, and much 
in it that calls for the very best’ in us. 


As I said in the beginning, I speak about it because I know 
that you know something about the value of discipline, and some- 
thing about the value of. co-operation. This nation has never yet 
failed in any undertaking, in solving any problem, with co-opera- 
tion, and it will not fail now if men like you, men whose ideals 
are such as yours, whose very life purpose makes you breathe and 
live the very spirit of co-operation and discipline. If all men like 
you would devote themselves to this great calling, and this great 
experiment for the promotion of the welfare of the whole people. 


May I suggest to you that we have learned that too much is 
as bad as too little. We are learning all over the philosophy and 
the truth of that famous old Russion story about the farmer who 
couldn’t get enough land. May I repeat it?Many of you may 
have heard it. The story goes that this old Russian peasant 
thought that if he could only own one little piece of land, no mat- 
ter how large it might be, he would be the happiest man on the face 
of the earth. By luck, he acquired a small piece, which he tend- 
ed as he would his own child. It blossomed and flourished, every- 
thing that he planted grew, and as he became prosperous and saw 
the results of his handiwork, it occurred to him that if he had 
more land he could do even better. So he sold that and bought 
a larger tract, and again God prospered his every effort, and the 
same thought occurred to him again, that if he had more land he’ 
could be still more prosperous. And finally someone told him 
that if he would go to a certain place in Russia he could get all 
the land he wanted for a mere song. He sold all of his belong- 
ings, took his wife and children and bundled them up in a little 
wagon and went looking for this place where land was cheap, and 
and land abundant, his one thought being to possess more and 
more and more. Finally, late one afternoon while riding along 
through the wilderness, he met up with an old man, an old pa- 
triarch with a long, flowing beard. He said to this old man, “Tell 
me where I can buy land cheap in this country.” The old man 
said, “Right here.” He said, “Who can you buy it from,” and 
the old man replied, “From me.” “What do you have to do to get 
it?” The old man said, “It is very simple. Put your little bit 
of cash money in my hat, and as soon as the sun peeps up over 
the heavens, start out. You can have all the land you walk around, 
providing you will be back here before the sun sets tomorrow af- 
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ternoon.” He couldn’t believe his ears. He said to the Russian 
peasant, “Let me se if I understand you,” and he had the old man 
to tell him over again that he could have the land, as he said. 
He didn’t sleep a wink that night. He couldn’t rest. Greed had 
gotten possesion of his very soul, so that he walked up and down, 
impatiently waiting for the rising of the sun. Long before the 
sun had risen he was charging around and around, impatiently 
waiting for the arrival of the old patriarch. Finally the old gen- 
tlman walked up, leisurely, threw his hat on the ground, and 
said, “Put your money in there.” And as the edge of the sun 
came up over the eastern horizon the old man held up his hand 
and gave him the signal, and off he went. He started walking and 
as he walked his eyes beheld the most beautiful sights he had ever 
seen, perfectly beautiful streams, prairie land, pasture land. He 
said to himself, “I have got to walk around that.” And he would 
bend his course to include that. When he came out, he saw beau- 
tiful orchards and he said to himself that he had to have those, 
and he began to walk faster in order that he might walk around 
them. He came to great meadows with beautiful streams of wa- 
ter flowing through them. The same thought was there in his 
mind then, and he began to trot. Finally he began to go faster 
and faster, and se saw fields of growing wheat, and he said, “I 
have go to have that.” He began to run, and finally after walking 
and trotting and running, without a thought of eating, without a 
thought of drinking, with no thought in his mind except that of hav- 
ing more and more and more, the thought dawned upon him, 
“Where am I?” He began to wonder how far it was back to the 
old man, that he had to be there before the sun went down in 
order to get the land. He turned and started in the direction, as 
he thought from which he came. His throat hurt. His tongue 
was swollen. His heart was beating fast, but in spite of all that 
he ran and ran and ran, and with a powerful effort, finally, late 
in the afternoon it seemed to him that he could see the sun mov- 
ing; as it sank behind the horizon, he came up to the crest of 
the hills and off in the distance he saw the old gentleman, stand- 
ing with his hands on his hips, laughing at him, and he cursed 
and he said, “I won’t be outdone, I will get back before the sun 
goes down. I will outrun the sun.” With one powerful effort, 
mustering every ounce of strength he had, he plunged forward and 
fell prostrate at the feet of the old patriarch. With the last 
beat of his heart, he heard the old wise man, standing over him, 
and pointing an accusing finger at him, “Now, fool, thou didst 
seek all, and thou hast lost all.” 


So it is, gentlemen, with those who seek too much, those whose 
avarice carries them so far, those whose greed carires them to 
the point where they cannot think in unison with their fellow- 
man. Sooner or later they are doomed to just such an ignomi-

nous death as this greedy Russian farmer. I repeat that I do not 
know of any organization anywhere, whose ideals and purposes 
are better fitted and better calculated to promote the solution 
of the great problem which faces our generation, than this or- 
ganization here. (Applause) It seems to me, ladies and gen- 
tlemen, that you are almost, by reason of your unique position 
in society and in government, it seems to me that you are in al- 
most the same position that Marshall Ney, that great French 
soldier, describes himself on one occasion. Napoleon’s army had 
invaded Russia, and they had gotten as far as Moscow. The ter- 
rific terrors of the Russian winter beat them down worse than 
any army. It was necessary for him to turn his columns about 
and head back toward France. And then, the Russian Cossacks, 
those terrible fighters, were moving upon them. They knew this 
great body of men moving on them would cut them to pieces, so 
Ney organized a great rear guard, to guard the rear of his col- 
umns, as they marched through the snow, toward France. One 
night as the snow was blowing, and the wind was howling, one of 
the sentries in his rear guard saw someone tramping over the 
snow, with his head bent, desperately fighting against the ele- 
ments. And he ran out and challenged him, “Who comes there?” 
And no less than Marshall Ney, himself, answered, ‘Marshall 
Ney, the rear guard of the Grand Army of the Republic.” And 
so, gentlemen, this Association, with your experience, your train- 
ing, your devotion to co-operation, your willingness to discipline 
yourself in behalf your your fellowman, I say to you that North 
Carolina looks to you as the rear guard of the great army of 
this Republic, which is marching forth today to make new chap- 
ters in American History, to establish new ideals of public ser- 
vice, and to make a better place and a better day for every citi- 
zen to live, to work, and to rear his family in. (Prolonged ap- 
plause) 


Sherwood Brockwell: 


Gentlemen, thank God it has happened. One big man in 
North Carolina has looked this convention in the eye and not on- 
ly has given us credit for being an Association of fire fighters, 
but has looked in our countenances out there and seen a worth- 
while citizenship, and has devoted the major portion of his re- 
marks to us as citizens of North Carolina, and for that I suggest 
that we all give Major McLendon a rising vote of thanks. (Audi- 
ence rises, and applauds) 


President Shaw: 


Brother Firemen: I want to take this opportunity right at this 
time of thanking Major McLendon for this wonderful message 
which was left to us this morning. I feel that if we get nothing 
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else out of this great message which he has left us, we have re- 
ceived our reward for coming to Salisbury. He has opened up a 
great book for us. I don’t think that I have ever heard a great- 
er mesage, a more fitting mesage than the one which was just 
delivered to us this morning. Like Sherwood Brockwell, I say 
thank God that we have got a man in the State of North Carolina 
that knows what a fireman is. I want him to rest assured that 
here, now, and forever more so long as God spares his life, he is 
a charter member of the North Carolina State Fireman’s Associa- 
tion. Some Company is going to have him before the sun goes 
down, and I hope Greensboro will be the fortunate one. 


Dr. Long, Graham: 


I have been sitting here listening to all of the speeches, I 
have heard the name of Captain James McNeill mentioned, but right 
here in Salisbury there was a man that I would like to see hon- 
ored by this convention, one of the greatest firemen that ever 
lived, Archibald Henderson Boyden, of Salisbury. (Applause) 


Sherwood Brockwell: 


I am glad that you brought up the name of “Baldy” Boyden 
as we called him. Not for a second have we forgotten him. We 
have devoted a page of the program, which goes to all of you 
to take him with you, a page is devoted in tribute to our good 
friend, Baldy Boyden. I thank you. 


President Shaw: 


I thank you for caling it to our attention. I knew him per- 
sonally, and called him “Dad.” That shows how close I felt to 
Colonel Boyden. This beloved man was the first that I remem- 
bered seeing when I attended the convention twenty-six years 
ago, when I was a kid. He called me “Son”, and I called him 
“Dad.” 

We have another outstanding officer of this Association, a 
man who has helped me in my work for the past year, and gave 
me a great deal of adivce. At this time I am going to recognize 
our vice-president, Hendrix Palmer, Chief of the Charlotte Fire 
Department. (Applause) 


Chief Palmer: 


Mr. President, Ladies and Gentleman: Frank Shaw went out 
and picked two of the greatest orators and outstanding citizens 
of the State to appear before you this morning. I couldn’t let 
those fellows outdo me, so I went out and picked a fireman, one of 
the most outstanding firemen in his day. I know you have heard 
about Chief McNeill being the daddy of ths convention, men, this 


man I am going to introduce was standing in the yard the morn- 
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ing that this Association was born. His health has broken down, 
but he still takes an interest in the Charlotte Fire Department, so 
much so, that he moved right across the street from the fire sta- 
tion so he could see the fellows when they went out. I am going to 
ask this man to stand up. He is crippled and afflicted. This is 
B. J. Swinson, of Charlotte, one of the charter members of this 


organization. 


Mr. Swinson: 


Brother Firemen: I am just so full I can’t say nothing. I 
thank you with all my heart. (Applause) 


Sherwood Brockwell: 


If you will turn to your minutes for last year, you will see 
Mr. Swinson’s name as a charter member of this organization, in 
1887, carrying on what Chief Bennett said, once a fireman, always 
a fireman. I am sure that he has received just as much kick at be- 
ing presented to you aS any man who was ever presented to this 
organization. He has brought here with him the blanket that he 
cherishes. He has on it badges and memoirs, from the beginning 
of the Association, up to the present day. It is interesting to note 
these relics of by-gone days in fire fighting. It was an old cus- 
tom that every company bring its own badge. Mr. Swinson has 
a number of those, and he is extremely proud of them. This is 
his prized possession, and this week you have the opportunity of 
seeing it. I know it will carry you back to by-gone days. 


President Shaw: 


I didn’t want my friend Chief Palmer to take all of the hon- 
ors, in bringing Mr. Swinson here. We have a man in Greens- 
boro—he helped organize the Charlotte Fire Department, before 
he came to Greensboro. He is one of the charter members of this 
Association. We have in our city Mr. H. J. Elam. We hope to 
have him here tomorrow, and I am going to show you one of the 
same things. It was suggested a while ago that we have a little 
song so we would be glad to hear from our beloved chief, and 
ex-president, Frank Bennett, of Durham, the singing chief of 
the State of North Carolina, and elsewhere. 


Chief Bennett, Durham: 


I want to say to you this morning that I am glad to be here, 
and to meet all you old-timers in the game. Frank Shaw and 
Hendrix Palmer spoke about their firemen, but I have a man here 
this morning that has served in the fire department actively for 
thirty years, He was at the convention in Salisbury in 1896, and 
also ate last convention, prior to this time, he is Captain wiiekens 
I don’t know whether he is here now or not, but he is a member 
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of the Durham Fire Department, still in active service. The song 
I am going to sing, I am going to dedicate to Fireman Swinson 
and these other two old firemen. (Sings “In a Cottage Small, By 
a Water Fall.’’) 

... Much Applause. Upon request, Chief Bennett sings 
“Thank God For a Garden”... 


President Shaw: 


We are fortunate this morning in having with us representa- 
tives of almost every walk in life. Salisbury has introduced us 
to their Honorable Mayor, and we have other Mayors here who 
are connected with our organization, who are firemen. We have 
one here this morning, we all know him, and look forward to see- 
ing him at our conventions. We are fortunate in having with us 
this morning the Honorable Walter Blair, Mayor of the City of 
Wilmington. I would like to recognize him at this time. 


Hon. Walter Blair: 


Mr. President, Officers and Members of the North Carolina 
State Firemen’s Association: I want to express my appreciation 
at being here with you in Salisbury on this occasion. It is need- 
less for me to say to you that I am enjoying myself, because to 
those of you who do not know it, I can say that I have enjoyed the 
hospitality of Salisbury all night long. (Applause) But, along 
with some of the younger folks of our Department, who thought 
they could put the old man down, I want to say to you, I stayed 
with them to the very last, until they wanted to go to bed, and I 
was awake and on my feet before they were this morning. (Ap- 
plause) ; 

It is always a great pleasure for me to attend the annual 
meeting of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association. The 
thing which has so puzzled me is that the Mayors of our differ- 
ent cities and towns have failed to realize the advantage of at- 
tending these conventions. It is no little thing to be able to go 
from the water-lapped shores of North Carolina, to the great 
mountain-peaks in Western North Carolina, and be able to shake 
hands and rub shoulders with friends whom you have met at these 
conventions. And, no finer type of friend can be found anywhere 
on any occasion than the firemen of the great state of North Caro- 


lina. (Applause) 

Of course, it is with a feeling of sadness, somewhat, that the 
firemen of Wilmington attend this convention. We had expected 
that our beloved Chief who had been our Chief for so many years 
down in Wilmington, would be here on this occasion. He had 
looked forward to the Salisbury convention. We had talked over 
a number of times the prospects for attending this convention. 
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But, in an hour when you expect not, you men who are in the 
service of our people, risking your lives and limbs, that property 
and lives might be protected and saved, the winged messenger 
of death comes at the unexpected moment. Just one week after 
we had had our memorial service down there in Wilmington, and 
the Chief got up and answered the roll call of the deceased mem- 
bers, saying “dead” when he did not answer the roll call, within 
just one week he, himself, had been killed in line of duty. And 
so, it is somewhat with a feeling of sadness that we are here at 
this time, realizing that we have lost forever a man who had 
served the city of Wilmington efficiently and well for so many 
years, a man who had also served as an Officer in your Associa- 
tion for so many years. Of course, in work of this kind we have 
got to go onward and forward. We cannot look backward. We 
have brought our new Chief with us here today, another man who 
has served many years in the Wilmington Fire Department, and 
now, without saying anything further, or taking up more of your 
time, if it is permissible, Mr. President, I would like to present 
to this convention, Chief J. F. Zellars, Chief of our Fire Depart- 
ment in Wilmington. (Applause) 


Chief Zellars, Wilmington: 


Mr. President, Ladies and Gentlemen: I am glad to be here 
with you all this morning. I had been in the Department for about 
thirty years, and I have not had the opportunity of attending 
many of these meetings, but from now on, you can look for me 
to be here. I am not going to make a speech, I think our Mayor 
has said enough. I thank you. (Applause) 


Sherwood Brockwell: 


This man was trembling in his boots, I told him that he had 
to come up here and make a speech. We are fortunate in having 
Mayor Blair, and the Chief, as our guests this morning. Mayor 
Blair has always taken a deep interest in our work. We have also 
succeeded in bringing some other Mayors here today, to come down 
and see what the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association looks 
like. I want to present this morning, for your approval—it is not 
necessary for him to make a talk, although we would be glad to 
have him do so—Mayor Edwards of Hendersonville. 


Mayor Edwards, Hendersonville: 


Ladies and Gentlemen: I am delighted to be here today. I 
have enjoyed every minute since I came to Salisbury. I live some- 
thing like 200 miles away, and next year if it is 600 miles I will 
try to be there. And, I was not quite as strong as Mayor Blair 
last night. They got me about twelve o’clock. I have only been 
connected with the city for a few years, and Mr. Blair is an old 
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head, so he can stay with you better. If the city sees fit to keep 
me, why, I will try to get in training and stay up a little later next 
time. I have enjoyed the fellowship with you gentlemen. I want 
to meet more of you, visit with you, and have you visit us. We 
entertained you a few years ago, and we look forward to enter- 
taining you again sometime. (Applause) Chief Powers insisted 
on my coming to this convention, and I have certainly been very 
happy that I did come. I have gotten lots out of it. Anytime 
you all call on me, I will do my best. 


Sherwood Brockwell: 


He looks like he is catching on right well. He is from the 
mountainous country. We have got someone here from away down 
East, Honorable J. L. Hassell, Mayor of Williamston, North Caro- 
lina. Please come forward. (Applause) 

Mayor J. L. Hassell, Williamston: 


Mr. President, and Gentlemen of the North Carolina State 
Firemen’s Asosciation: I am reminded of a story of a boy in col- 
lege who was asked to give the definition of “elocution.” He said 
that it was the way they put people to death in some States. 
(Laughter) But I assure you that I will not endeavor this hot 
morning to put any of you to death. I assure you that I am glad 
to be here in this Piedmont section today, coming from Eastern 
North Carolina. As Mr. Douglass in his very interesting speech 
said a while ago, we live in the second-best State in the Union, 
and are meeting in the sceond-best city, in the State. We all 
know that our firemen are the best in the State, and all the rest 
are second-best. 


As someone said, it has been twenty-nine years since this or- 
ganization met in this charming city. A generation has passed 
since that time. Time has wrought wonderful things since that 
happened. Why, the people in this generation have lived longer 
and seen more than the people who lived a thousand years before. 
During this period we have reached the highest mountain peaks of 
prosperity and descended to the lowest depths of depression. On- 
ly a great generation like ours could have gone through with 
courage and restraint what the people of this age have gone 
through. These later days have tried men’s souls, and out of the 
fire of adversity there has come something indescribably fine. 
Major McLendon in his magnificent address made reference to the 
new deal which has been inaugurated in Washington to solve the 
problems of industry and agriculture, to safeguard justice and to 
promote the welfare of the people. There is proof positive that 
in the offiing stability and prosperity are returning in ever-increas- 
ing measure. And these firemen from every part of the State, 
like Marshall Ney, are the rear guard. We rejoice at the au- 
spicious dawning of a brighter day. We rejoice at the re- 
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turning prospects of prosperity. We breathe this animated and 
optimistic air and rejoice. I am glad to be in the city of Salis- 
bury. I have found that traditional hospitality for which you are 
noted. It has dissipated all stiffness and aloofness and has merged 
into a spirit of fellowship. I repeat that I am glad to be here and 
enjoy the generous hospitality of the good people of your charm- 
ing city. (Applause) 


Sherwood Brockwell: 


Old Eastern North Carolina hasn’t lost one bit of its oratori- 
cal prowess, has it? Are there any other Mayors in the House? 
If so, please stand up. You three Mayors sitting here have heard 
a wonderful welcome this morning. We are proud to have you 
with us. We want you to come back next time. We want you 
to see what we have. I attended my first convention in 1889. You 
have heard it said that the firemen sometimes took too many lib- 
erties, and that they weren’t so welcome because they used in- 
toxicating liquors. I want to present to you three Mayors the 
bulk of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association. If you 
think that is a crowd of drunkards, you are crazy as Hell. (Ap- 
plause) They are sitting before you, a body of men who are not 
only giving their time twenty-four hours a day to saving what 
the State of North Carolina has produced, but they have taken an 
integral part in the building of everything that North Carolina 
has produced in the last forty years that is worth-while. I was 
at a meeting in Eastern North Carolina—I want you all to hear 
this—and I went down there on the coldest day in April you ever 
saw. It was raining. We had all gathered down there at a fish fry 
up the river, about five hundred of us were there. And out of that 
number about ten of the boys didn’t know the real power of the 
swamp juice they drank. Some of them talked a little loud go- 
ing up the river that eight miles, to the fish fry. But when we 
got back that night one of our own members took occasion to apolo- 
gize to the guest who was not a fireman, for the fact that some 
of the boys took on a little too much snake juice. I couldn’t stand 
it. I was born with one foot in the Episcopal Church, and I hold 
it above every other organization on earth, save the North Caro- 
lina State Firemen’s Association. I am a Mason. I belong to the 
Kiwanis Club. I have never in my life seen as many as five hun- 
dred Episcopalians pleasure-bound if some of them weren’t snake- 
bitten a little too much. I have never seen five hundred Masons 
pleasure-bound that as many as one or two Masons didn’t get to 
singing Sweet Adeline, and the Kiwanis Club is just the reverse, 
it is hard to find one that is not singing. 


I want to tell you a stor i idi i i 

; y. It might be a guiding line. This 
qe ee went over to Charlotte, and it seemed that one of the mem- 
ers of the vestry over there had two spanking fine horses, and 
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instead of hitching them up side by side, and letting them run 
down the street, he went one better and coupled them up in the 
tandem style. The Episcopal vestry thought that tandem style 
didn’t look so good, and they called the Bishop’s attention to it, 
and he took the vestryman to task about running his horses in 
tandem style down the main street in Charlotte. The vestry- 
man came back with, “Wait a minute, don’t come talking to me 
like that. The last time I saw you, you were in Raleigh, and sit- 
ting in Colonel Andrews’ Victoria.” Charlie Farmer knows that 
anyone that got a seat in that, their social position was establish- 
ed. And, he went on, “He had two fine horses just like mine, the 
only difference was they were running along side by side. Will 
you please tell me what is the difference between two horses run- 
ning side by side, pulling a buggy, and two horses running one in 
front of the other, like that, pulling a buggy?” They liked to have 
had the old Bishop. He said, “Well, when you take two horse 
and put them side by side, like that, I am reminded of a man with 
his hands before his face. That is reverent and good. When you 
run them tandem, one before the other, they are this way, and that 
is not so good.” (Applause) In Salisbury this week after all of 
this wonderful welcome we have had here, the fact has been es- 
tablished beyond a reasonable doubt that we are interested in the 
welfare of the State of North Carolina as a whole, and let us 
show in the things we participate in this week that we are hold- 
ing hands this way, instead of this. (Indicates) Do you get me? 
(Applause) Well, all right. 


I forgot what I got up here for. I am not going to make any 
memorial address or anything, but you have not got in your or- 
ganization today three men who have been accustomed to coming 
to these meetings, we have known them and loved them. Those 
three men are not in our ranks today. Two have departed, and 
the other one is sick. I am going to present to you at this time 
their successors. Each of them has undertaken to carry on the 
work so ably done by their predecessors. I want you boys to meet 
them. I feel certain that you can look to them to do anything for 
the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association. I present at this 
time, Chief Hobson of Winston-Salmen. (Applause) 


Chief Hobson: 


I want to say that we haven’t a Mayor here from Winston- 
Salem, but we have the Chairman of our Fire Committee, and we 
want you all to meet him, Mr. L. V. Scott. 

Chief Zellars, of Wilmington: 


I am not going to make a speech to you. We have our Mayor 
here, and you can count on him. 
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Chief Dorsett, of Sanford: 


I am not going to make a speech either, but I want to say that 
I am glad to be here. 


Sherwood Brockwell: 


You can eall on these three men for anything, and they will 
be there. There are a number of other new Chiefs in the house, 
Chief Ingram from High Point, and a number of others throughout 
the state. But these three men are the successors of Charlie 
Schnibben, Harry Nissen, and J. T. McKernan. 


President Shaw: 


At this time I will recognize the Fire Commissioner from 
Winston-Salem, Mr. Scott. 

Mr. L. V. Scott, Fire Commisioner, Winston-Salmen: 

Mr. Chairman, and Members of the North Carolina State Fire- 
men’s Association: This is my first experience of this kind. I 
was not here last night, but I am beginning to learn much about 
the Association from what has been told me this morning. I am 
delighted to be with you, and have enjoyed every moment of the 
time this morning. I appreciate all of the addresses, and espe- 
cially that of Major McLendon, who has held out to you a won- 
derful vision of service which you may render. (Applause) 


President Shaw: 


Are there any other new Chiefs in the house? If so, I would 
like to recognize them at this time. And, have we missed any 
of the Mayors? 

. . . Chief Bradley from Spindale rises. (Applause) 

... Chief J. E. Covington, Rockingham, rises. (Applause) 

... Chief Angell, Burnsville, rises. (Applause) 

Mr. J. C. Kessler, Salisbury: 


Mr. President, and Fellow Firemen: I want to express on be- 
half of our Department, our appreciation for the splendid manner 
in which the city of Salisbury and the civic organizations have re- 
sponded. 


President Shaw: 


Are there any other new Chiefs for the past twelve months? 
I would like to introduce a new Chief from Fayetteville, J. Ross 
Jones. (Applause, as Mr. Jones stands up.) 


Chief Bennett, of Durham: 


About the old firemen that have been attending this con- 
vention, regularly, I want to introduce you to one gentleman in 
this audience that hasn’t missed a convention, and has been a 
member of this Association for twenty-eight years. I believe he 
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has missed two during that time. He is a hard fellow to find ex- 
cept when you want to call on somebody to put something over, 
and he is right there. He always sits in the gallery on the rear. 
I want to present to you at this time Mike Williford, from Rocky 
Mount. He is up in the balcony. Mike, stand up and le: as look 
you over. 


Mike Wiliford, Rocky Mount: 


Thank you, Chief Bennett. I am glad to be here. 1 am not 
any orator or speaker. I have to call on Dr. Long, of Graham to 
do my speaking for me. All I want to say is that I am a fireman, 
and I am obedient. We were standing arcund the streets singing 
last night, I think it was Sweet Adeline. About that time a big 
uniformed man strolled up and said, “Move on.” So, my obedience 
moved me on. (Applause) 


Chief Bennett: 


I want to announce that Mr. W. D. Lindsay has on display a 
fire detector, for demonstrating purposes. He gave a demonstra- 
tion in Durham for the Durham Fire Department. It is not a sales 
proposition, he merely wants you to look it over and use your own 
judgment about its merits. 


President Shaw: 


It seems that one of our friends left off a few words, so I am 
going to recognize at this time Hon. R. D. Douglass. 


Hon. R. D. Douglass: 
Mr. Chairman, with your permission, I want to be recognized 
just before you adjourn. 


President Shaw: 

I didn’t mention about the roll call. The roll call will be 
this afternoon. At this time I am going to appoint the Creden- 
tials Committee to take care of that for you. Is Chief Kerlee 
from Black Mountain here? 

C. C. Boone, Black Mountain: 
I am here to represent him. 


President Shaw: 

I appoint Mr. Boone, from Black Mountain, Mr. Gray from 
Robersonville; (Voice: He is not here.) Mr. Johnson, from Kan- 
napolis; Mr. Joyner, from Farmville. These four men which I 
have mentioned, I am going to appoint as the Credentials Com- 
mittee, and I want them to meet with Mr. Miller right away. 

For the Courtesy Committee, I appoint Mr. Brockwell, of Ra- 
leigh, R. C. Whitley, of Newbern, and John Lewis, of Statesville. 


Mr. Kessler, of Salisbury: 
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I want to announce that up to the present time you fine fel- 
lows from all over North Carolina have visited headquarters and 
registered to the number of 849. We want all of your wives and 
sweethearts to meet at the Yadkin Hotel this afternoon at two 
o’clock and at that time the ladies of Salisbury will take you out 
and show you a good time. At four o’clock they will take you 
to the country home of Chief Brown, where you will have tea, and 
from then on and on, and on, you will be in their charge. Tonight 
at nine o’clock at the Empire Hotel we will have our dance. Don’t 
forget. 


Chief Brown, Salisbury Fire Department: 


Ladies and Gentlemen: A while ago I welcomed you here on 
behalf of the firemen. Now I want to tell you how proud I am of 
you. This is the first convention I have been to for some time 
that the people weren’t kept up all night by false alarms and si- 
rens blowing. I want to thank you. (Applause) 


President Shaw: 


Brother Firemen: Isn’t that nice? To have those kind words 
to make us feel good. I hope he can say the same thing when we 
leave here as he did this morning. 

I want to recognize Hon. R. D. Douglass. 


Hon. R. D. Douglass: 


Looking back through the thirty-seven years that I have been 
a member of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association, I 
would say that of all the faces that I fail to find here today, the 
four that I probably miss most are Jim McNeill, “Baldy” Boyden, 
Nissen, and Schnibben. I had the pleasure and honor to eall all 
of them personal friends. Jim passed on some years ago, and 
“Baldy” Boyden about three years ago. During the past year 
Harry Nissen and Charlie Schnibben, Chiefs, respectively, of the 
Winston-Salem, and Wilmington Fire Departments. Both lost 
their lives in the line of duty. None of us want to die. I feel 
certain that if Charlie Schinibben knew he had to die, that he had 
rather have died in the line of duty than any other way. You 
have a memorial service on the program, and I am not trying to 
turn this into a memorial] service, but I move that we adjourn this 


morning, when we adjourn, in memory to Charlie Schnibben and 
Harry Nissen. 


Chief Bennett, of Durham: 


I would like to Suggest that we include in that one who wasn’ 
a member of our Association, but a man who attended all of our 
conventions and gave us our truck to use in these racing con- 
tests. He was always with the firemen of North Carolina, Mr. 
P. O. Hebert, of Atlanta, Georgia. I move that his name be added 
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to that roll. (Applause) 
Dr. Long, Graham: 


While we are naming over our illustrious dead, I don’t see 
why we go this far without taking all in. Jim Wood in Ashe- 
ville was one of our great factors in getting up firemen’s relief 
funds. I don’t want to leave him out. 


Chief Bennett: 


Mr. President, I would like to add another name. He didn’t 
die in the line of duty. He was a volunteer Chief, and a good 
fireman. He died during the past year. The man I refer to is 
John L. Foister, of Chapel Hill. 


Sherwood Brockwell: 


I appreciate Mr. Douglass’ suggestion, which was to include 
all the men who died in action. But, I would like to offer an 
amendment to that, that we adjourn this session honor of those 
in our ranks who died during the year. 

President Shaw: 

Brothers, the motion before the house is to adjourn in re- 

membrance of our loved brothers, and include in that those who 


died during the past year.

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President’s Report 


TO THE OFFICERS AND MEMBERS OF THE NORTH 
CAROLINA STATE FIRMEN’S ASSOCIATION 


Gentlemen: I first want to thank the Chiefs and Members 
of the different departments throughout the state for their fine 
co-operation during the past year. I have come in personal con- 
tact with over two-thirds of the entire membership, traveling be- 
tween three and four thousand miles to do so, and it has given me 
a great deal of pleasure. 


It is very gratifying to report that the North Carolina State 
Firemen’s association is the only organization of a similar na- 
ture in the state which, during the past twelve months, has gone 
forward and made an increase in everything connected with it; 
finances, membership, insurance department, ‘and fire loss includ- 
ed. This being true, it is a pleasure for a man to give his time 
and energy for such a wonderful group of ‘men. If we have made 
a growth with conditions as they were during the past year, we 
need have no fear for the future. It has taken good legislation 
on the part of the executive committee and I, personally, wish 
to thank each of them for the fine services they rendered at the 
four meetings held during the year. 


I feel that I cannot say too much in behalf of the Fire Col- 
lege for it has been a big factor in keeping our organization up 
to standard. For this, credit goes to Sherwood Brockwell who has 
conducted this work on such a high standard of excellence. 


Another big asset to the association is the insurance fea- 
ture. If every member of the fire departments throughout the 
state would take out a policy with this widow’s and orphan’s 
fund, it would mean much to the organization and much more to 
them. I should like to recommend that the chief of every depart- 
ment put forth his best efforts to get every member of his de- 
partment to take out this insurance as soon as possible. I should 
further recommend that each department appoint an insurance 
committee of three men to make necessary investigations and an 
audit at the end of each year of the local secretary’s records and 
report their findings to the state secretary before each conven- 
tion. I also want to recommend that this association go on rec- 
ord as disapproving any local firemen’s relief fund accepting 
money from the State Insurance Department unless they can 
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safeguard the said funds by bonds or other security and prevent 
the possibility of any financial loss to the members of their com- 
panies. 


I want this association to go on record as recommending that 
the Insurance Commissioner require of every insurance agent in 
their town a detailed list of all policies sold by him covering 
mercantile, manufacturing, and all properties other than residences. 
This will enable the Chief to check on these policyholders and pre- 
vent excess insurance with consequent exhorbitant fire loss claims. 


I want to further recommend that it be a violation of the 
rules of the Association for any convention delegate to blow a 
siren in the city in which a convention is being held. 


I have no financial report to make except to say that I have 
received my salary for the past twelve months, amounting to 
$250.00. I have not kept records of mileage, telephone calls, tele- 
grams, and other minor expenses, and it is a pleasure for me to 
contribute that expense myself. 


While we did not suffer any financial loss this year, there 
were some losses to the organization that will take years to ov- 
come. These were the deaths of the late Charles Schnibben, Harry 
Nissen, John Foister, and Jim Wood, four chiefs and 17 other 
fine men. Some of these men whose names I have just mentioned 
have been legislators in this organization and laid the foundation 
upon which we are working today. Had it not been for them we 
would not be enjoying the privileges and opportunities that we 
have before us at the present time. 


I would like to urge each and every chief to do everything 
in his power to help our secretary in his work, for if it were not 
for his efforts for the association, I am sure that we could not 
boast of the wonderful things which we have in our possession 
today. And while doing this, we must not overlook the fact that 
we must give Dan Boney and his office the same support and co- 
operation. Perhaps some of you do not realize it, but he is one 
of the best friends of the fire departments today.

President Shaw: 


We will now have the report of the Statistician. 
Mr. C. C. Harris: 


(Reads Report) 
Mr. President, Members of the North Carolina Firemen’s As- 


sociation, Ladies and Gentlemen: 


In presenting to you the statistics of the fire loses of our 
State for the year of 1932, may I say to you that we have again 
established a very fine record, and one that we should be proud 
of, and one I assure you that will place North Carolina near the 
top, if not on the top, when compared to the losses sustained by 
other states of the United States. We have suffered a slight in- 
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crease in our losses over the year 1931, but when we consider 
that in 1932 we passed through what I hope to be the crisis of the 
greatest economic depression this state or any other state has 
ever known, and in view of this fact and taking in consideration 
that never before in the history of our State have we had more 
property to protect with a greater moral hazard, I want to say 
to you that your efforts have been a great success, and that you 
can point with pride to your record for you have rendered to the 
citizenship of this State a great service in conserving the econo- 
mic resources of the State. 


In 1932 our losses were $5,588,349, as compared to $5,525,437 
in 1981, or an increase of $62,912. In 1982 we had 2,630 fires 
whereas in 1931 we only had 2,585, an increase of 45. From this 
you will see we had a much better opportunity to suffer even great- 
er losses. I am not discouraged by the net results for I can not 
help but feel that this era of depression we are passing through 
has been greatly reflected in our fire losses. 


Our per capita loss for 19382 was 1.76 as compared to 1.75 in 
1931. Our per capita loss in 1922 was 3.21, and in 1932 it was 
1.76, or a reduction of 1.45 in our per capita loss in the last ten 
years. 

Now let us look at the record of the United States and see 
how it compares to ours. The nation as a whole made some pro- 
gress last year. In 1932 the nation’s loss was $442,143,311, as 
compared to $451,717,026 in 1931 or a decrease of $8,573,715. The 
per capita loss in 1932 was 3.60, as against 3.67 in 1931, or a re- 
duction of .07 for every man, woman and child in this country. 
Now when you take our per capita loss of 1.76 and compare it 
to 3.60 for the nation, there is a difference of 1.84, which means 
that you, as an intelligent trained fire fiighting organization, have 
put across the job in a great style. 


In getting back to our loss of $5,588,349, let me again call 
your attention to the fact that constant improvements in the burn- 
ing ratio is being made in the larger cities where fire protective 
facilities and organizations have been provided. Again it was 
in the small towns and rural isolations that suffered most of our 
large single fires. In order that we may visualize this, may I 
call your attention to the fact that in the fourteen largest cities 
of this state, where we have the more congested conditions and 
largest values, our loss was only $1,234,045 and in the small 
towns and rural districts our losses were $4,355,304, more than 
three and one-half times the loss sustained in the largest cities. 


In these smaller towns as in some of the largest cities, we 
are faced with the following facts, and if they are allowed to con- 
tinue they will present a serious menace to the splendid record 
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we have made. Due to the great economic deprssion we have 
just passed through, many citizens of this state have not been 
able to pay their taxes promptly, and this has in many instances 
caused the city officials to cut their budgets and they have failed 
to supply the fire departments with new hose and necessary equip- 
ment and in some cases have allowed their apparatus to become 
almost obsolete as it relates to fire fighting efficiency, and in 
the paid departments have cut their companies in man power to 
almost a state of inefficienc.’, all of this greatly reduces the effi- 
ciency of our fire fighting forces and places upon you a greater 
responsibility. A responsibility that should send you back home 
and urge, not only urge but demand, that your aldermen and city 
council purchase the neccessary hose and put your apparatus and 
department back to the standard of efficiency neccessary to pro- 
“tect the property you have under your care. 


Again Asheville, for the second year in succession, enjoyed 
the distinction of having the lowest per capita loss in the state 
of forty-one cents, and may I congratulate Chief Duckett and the 
Asheville Fire Department for the splendid record he and his com- 
panies made. From the records available, and I have searched 
them carefully, this is the lowest per capita loss ever enjoyed by 
any city in this state with a population of 10,000 or more, and 
again I congratulate Chief Duckett and the Asheville Fire De- 
partment on this splendid record. Rocky Mount was second with 
seventy-seven cents, Greensboro third with one dollar and nine 
cents and High Point had the greatest per capita loss of five dol- 
lars and ninety cents. The second lowest per capita loss ever 
made by a city of 10,000 or more population in this state was 
made by Rocky Mount in 1930 with fifty-seven cents. 


In getting back to the splendid work you are doing, let me 
say that we are progressing. I know the splendid work done by 
the able faculties of our Fire College and Drill School. Such a 
wonderful spirit of co-operation on the part of those who attend- 
ed these schools, manifested by their eagerness to learn to master, 
take back, and instill in the minds and the hearts of the boys at 
home, the principals of scientific fire fighting as taught by the 
schools are bound to show results. The evidence of likes is shown 
by the fact that for the first six months of 1933 our losses were 
$2,796,684 from 1,288 fires, as compared to $3,279,625 in the first 
six months of 1932 from 1,479 fires, a savings of $482,941. 


In conclusion, ladies and gentlemen, I want to again call your 
attention to fire prevention and fire preparedness. This is a hobby 
of mine, but I believe it is the solution to our problem. Fire pre- 
vention, by exerting our greatest efforts to cleaning up our cities 
and homes, as eighty per cent of all fires come from careless- 
ness, by equipping our departments with modern fire fighting ap- 
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paratus, thereby giving us a chance to cope with the fiend and 
demon fire. To my mind, the fire fiend is an enemy to all that 
is good and a menace to our welfare as a nation. I see him as 
a serpent, hissing and sputtering over the state, burning a path 
of destruction through the glories of nature and the handiwork 
of man. To combat this monster we have to master all the re- 
Sources at our command. Fire preparedness by attending Fire 
College and Drill School, by inculeating in the minds of your 
citizens back home the thought of preparedness and thereby 
gaining the co-operation the State to aid you in putting down 
this great fiend and demon fire, the greatest menace to the econo- 
mic waste of our natural resources in our State. 
I thank you.

Motion is made to accept the report, and have it spread 
upon the minutes... 
Dr. Long, of Graham: 

I notice that the report only covers towns of 10,000. What 
are you going to do with we little fellows. We never had a dol- 
lar’s worth in my town last year. I see Asheville is the King- 
fish this year. Do you give reports for the small towns? We 
go to the fire schools, and we take the drills. We would like to 
have honorable mention if nothing else. I’m not objecting to his 
report at all. 


President Shaw: 


I would like to say for Dr. Long’s information, that his rec- 
ord isn’t in Raleigh, where this information was found by the 
Statistician. 

Any man that goes for a period of twelve months without 
practically any fire losses at all, I will say that is in a city, in my 
mind. That is a wonderful record. Asheville has a population of 


around 40,000. 


Mrs C.-C. Harris: 


It is almost humanly impossible to get the small places. 
They haven’t got that record in the insurance office at Raleigh. 
... The motion to accept the report was seconded and duly 


carried. . . 


Mr. C. C. Harris: 

For Dr. Long’s information I wish to say that I can’t cover 
everything, but the towns and cities having no losses within nine 
months, Graham and Aberdeen come under the report for those 


nine months. In this report, a synopses, I couldn’t attempt to 
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cover that. That report will be incorporated in the report. 
President Shaw: 


We have heard a number of times today of the wonderful 
work that Sherwood Brockwell has done throughout the State, 
what it has meant to the fire departments, and what it has meant 
to the decrease of fire losses. Now, at this time, I am going to 
recognize Sherwood Brockwell, who will give you the report of 
his work in the Fire College, or anything else pertaining to the 
good of the fire departments throughout the State. (Tremendous 
applause) 

Sherwood Brockwell: 


Of course I could stand here and talk until eleven o’clock 
about your Fire School and Fire College, but I am not going to 
do it. 


This year at Wilmington, when we were issuing the diplomas, 
especially the honorary ones, I made note of the fact that this 
Fire School of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association 
was no longer an experiment, but a five-year-old child which had 
grown into a full-grown man. This morning, Major McLendon in 
his splendid address likened the fireman to the solider, and vice- 
versa. I am going to take the liberty of relating an incident. 
While I do not intend to liken you to the young ladies forming the 
personnel of this wonderful North Carolina institution, I merely - 
bring it in as a point of view. Some years ago, after having been 
up there several times for fire prevention duty, I carried both 
of my daughters up there to see what was going on at Samarcand. 
At that time there was only one other school of that type in 
North Carolina. The lady who was in charge of Samarcand at 
the dinner table said to me, “Mr. Brockwell, you have been com- 
ing up here and you have had opportunity to observe what is go- 
ing on at Samarcand. Now, I want you to tell me frankly, do 
you think Samarcand is worthwhile?” I said, “How long have 
you been operating?” She said, “Seven years.” I said. “In 
three years from now, I will answer your question.” She said, 
“What do you mean?” I said that if within ten years Samar- 
cand can produce from its own ranks women that you can trust to 
do the work that Samarcand is doing, if you produce five of 
them in ten years, I will say that you have a wonderful insti- 
tution here, and something well worth whatever the State of 
North Carolina spent on it. She pressed a button and in a few 
minutes seven young women, every one of whom was intelli- 
gent, and a type you would be glad to welcome in your home, came 
in and she introduced me to all of them. She then told me that 
every one of those seven girls had been sentenced there by the 
Court, and Samarcand had taken them in that condition, and in 
the number of years that it had been existing had changed them 
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into women of fine ability, in whom the heads of the institution 
could trust to carry on the work at Samarcand. I congratulated 
her and I think that was the answer to my question. 


Last year at Wilmington, we had over a dozen lecturers and 
instructors all of whom were graduates of our own College and 
Fire School, and therefore, I have reached the conclusion as your 
instructor, that the School having reached the point that it has 
developed men who can carry on the school, men from the North 
Carolina State Firemen’s Association, they need have no further 
worry about their ability to carry on a first class Fire College 
and Drill School in the State of North Carolina. 

The fifth year ended, I think, highly successfully. Now, dur- 
ing the five years that we have been conducting the School, not- 
withstanding the fact that our Fire College and Drill School 
began during the memorable year of 1929, and during the five 
years that it has existed, in my opinion, some of the most out- 
standing firefighters and engineers of the country have taken 
pleasure in coming to North Carolina, not only to contribute 
what they might to our School, but to see what this North 
Carolina School was doing. Included in that, as you all remem- 
ber, was Ross Davis, Chief of the Philadelphia Fire Department; 
- Franklin Wentworth, Director of the National Fire Protective 
Association; Jesse Fisher, President of the Maryland State Fire- 
men’s Association, and Chief of the Annapolis Fire Department; 
O. E)} Fern, Dr. Goldsmith, and others that I can’t recall offhand, 
here, now. They are men holding high places in fire fightin.g We 
have had three presidents of the International Association to visit 
us, including Bill Brosden, Ross Davis, and Chief Evans of New 
Orleans. Right here let me say that the Chairman of your 
Fire Committee, the conductor of your Fire School, claims not 
one bit of credit for that, or the success of your school. Every 
bit of it belongs to this Association, and the men who saw the 
opportunity, and I was merely called on to help. Those men 
did not come to North Carolina because they particularly liked 
me. They came to North Carolina because they had heard of 
the work that the North Carolina Firemen’s Association was do- 
ing, and they went back, so I have every reason to believe, in- 
spired with the class of work that the men out of the ranks of 
the North Carolina Firemen, were doing to build up a finer, 
stronger organization through the Fire School. I hope I have 
made myself clear there. 


Now, here is the roster of the 1933 Fire School. It contains 
the names of every person who came there, and registered. And 
it also has a complete record of what that person did every ses- 
sion during that school, including the lecture courses, which are 
the fire losses and drill courses, which is the Drill School I spoke 
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of a while ago as a five-year-old child. To me, it is next in im- 
portance to my own child, this Association. If at any time there 
is ever any doubt about what any one individual did at this Fire 
College, this record is on file in my office, starting with 1932 
it is on file here with your President and Secretary. 


I do want to take up enough of your time to read you the 
names of the graduates receiving the diplomas this year. If any 
of these men are in the house, I should appreciate it if they will 
stand. (Reads list) I wish all of there were here. There are 
two of them, and you can see the type of men that we are turn- 
ing out in our College. It is vastly important to you. 


These are the names of the 1932 graduates who attended the 
school this year and assisted in the courses as instructors, and 
drill masters. (Reads list) Please stand up. (Men rise) These 


are the 1932 graduates that came back and assised this year. 
(Reads list of honorary names, and guests.) (Reads summary 
of the report.) 

For your information, I am very glad to say that while this 
includes men from the ten largest cities in the State of North 
Carolina, it includes the cities and towns having barely a thou- 
sand population, as well. We had representatives from Sylva, to 
the West, and from Roanoke Rapids, to the North, and Wilming- 
ton, on the South, Elizabeth City, on the East. Whatever may 
be said about your Fire College and Drill School, we believe it 
is just as representative of the fire services in North Carolina, 
as the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association, and that, 
my good friends, is the report made to your President about 
your Fire School. There are still several cities and towns in 
North Carolina that haven’t sent the men there, why, I do not 
know. You know what the men who go come back home and do. 
You can’t make your Executive Committee mad, because the more 
you send, the more North Carolina firemen are we going to put 
on that drill yard to send them through, more men are we going 
to get as assistants and lecturers; not hoping, not believing, but 
knowing that the men who come there like the 119 did last year, 
will come back to your cities and towns with information which 
will be of great value to the communities in which they live. I 
thank you. (Applause) 


President Shaw: 


We can’t estimate the good which this School has done over 
the State of North Carolina, the work which the School Master, 
and Fire Marshal has just outlined for you. 

Personally, I have been attending these conventions for twen- 
ty-six years, but I have never seen a better convention than this 
one here at this time. And the Drill School down there not only 
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drilled things in your mind, but it showed you the work; it show- 
ed you the workings of another Fire Department down there, 
and it showed you how to conduct yourself while in another city. 
His instructions were carried out to the fullest. 

I think we would all like to hear from our good friend and 
Secretary, John L. Miller. (Applause) 


Secretary Miller: 


It is true that I was raised up with Sherwood Brockwell, 
Frank Shaw, Lon Duckett, and Hendrix Palmer, but I tell you 
that I can’t spread the bull like those boys can. I can’t do it. 

I have a matter I want to present to you now, and I hardly 
know what it is. Your President has called me up here before 
you—I want you all to hear it. I omitted to read to you one 
paragraph in the action of the Executive Committee, held in the 
City of Wilmington, May 10th, 1933. It would not be fair to try 
to address this convention on any subject without permitting 
you to know what we attmept todo. I readit. “Upon authority,” 
etc. (Reads) (Applause) 


The Committe selected and purchased that chest of sliver to 
be presented at this time to Sherwood Brockwell, from the North 
Carolina State Firemen’s Association, for the purposes emumerat- 
ed in the resolution. The Committee has requested that I pre- 
sent this slight token of esteem of this organization to Sherwood 
Brockwell. This I am unable to do, for two reasons. One is the 
senimentality that would have to be expressed, the feeling be- 
tween the donors and the recipient, and also at this time my in- 
ability to do justice to the subject. And in consequence of that, 
I am going back to four, or five, or six years ago, when I was 
working for a large corporation, doing work that it took skill 
and tact to accomplish. Now on one occasion or the first occa- 
sion that I attempted to consummate a deal that I was unable to 
do, I went to my boss man with a proposition, and told him that 
I couldn’t do it. He looked me in the face and said, “If you can’t 
do it, you ought to have sense enough to get somebody else to do 
it’? That was my job, and that was what I had to do. At this 
time, and on this occasion, I am unable to perform the duties re- 
quired by you gentlemen, the Executive Committee, and I looked 
around and I think that I have selected a man who is able and 
willing to do this work, and I on the spur of the moment call upon 
a citizen of North Carolina, one who has been alert in the ac- 
tivities of his Fire Department in his city, and also alert about 
the doings of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association, in 
all of its activities. I am glad to present to. you, in my humble 
opinion, a man who has served his community well, a man who 
has been re-elected to office as the Chief Executive of his com- 
munity, for, I believe, four consecutive terms, a man, the only 
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objection I have against him is that he hasn’t taken unto himself 
a wife. I now present to you, the Honorable Walter Blair, Mayor 
of the City of Wilmington. (Applause) 


Mayor Blair, of Wilmington: 


Mr. President, Officers and Members of the Association, La- 
dies and Gentlemen: As school boys we were taught that some 
people are born great, some achieve greatness, and others have 
greatness thrust upon them. To have been born of a Godly moth- 
er, whose spirit was illumined from the very heavens, and whose 
disposition was as gentle as the summer zephyrs which blow at 
eventide, to have had a father who was known as a very soul of 
honor, whose sagacity and business judgment was universally 
recognized in the city in which he lived, to have been born a free 
born citizen under the stars and stripes, certainly is to have 
been born great. But, to achieve greatness is something else. 
It is a hard task. It comes through personal sacrifice, through 
the burning of midnight oil, through time and study, spent that 
one might prepare himself for the task which lies before him. 
One who answers those qualifications certainly achieves great- 
ness. To have honor thrust upon us is another thing. To have 
greatness is another thing. That usually comes as the reward 
for the achieving of greatness. 


It has been my pleasure to know Sherwood Brockwell for 
quite a long number of years. My first recollection of the man 
was when I was in school and he would come round pleading that 
the schools be made safe for little children, that they would not 
be made fire traps and hazards, that innocent lives might not 
be snuffed out unnecessarily. 


Wilmington is a convention city. We have a large number 
of conventions to meet there every year. To the firemen of 
North Carolina who think that Sherwood Brockwell only serves 
them during the time that he attends these conventions, or the 
Drill School, or the times he is going from one place to another 
in the State in the official capacity, in the discharge of his duty, 
let me say to you that you are very much mistaken. On a num- 
ber of occasions I have known Mr. Brockwell to attend sessions 
of different conventions down in Wilmington and Wrightsville 
Beach, which apparently had no connection whatever with the 
Fire Department in North Carolina. But I can truthfully say 
without hesitation that he has never missed a chance or oppor- 
tunity to forward the cause of the firemen of the State of 
North Carolina and to put in a few words for them. (Applause) 


But, there is one outstanding thing which he has accomplish- 
ed, the Fire College of your own North Carolina State Firemen’s 
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Association. Long after he has passed away, and ordinary men’s 
names have been forgotten, the name of Sherwood Brockwell will 
stand throughout the length and breadth of not only the great 
State of North Carolina, but of the United States, as one of the 
outstanding firefighters of our country. (Tremendous applause) 


I have talked with fire fighting officials in the city of New 
York, and one of the first questions they asked me when they 
found that I came from the State of North Carolina, was, “Do 
you know Sherwood Brockwell?” They spoke of him and said 
he was one of the best fire fighters they knew of anywhere in the 
country. It has been said that a real fireman is born, and not 
made. If there ever lived a man that was a born fireman, it is 
Sherwood Brockwell. He has labored in season, and out of sea- 
son; through the heat of the day and the dark of the night, that 
we might successfully build up a fire college which the State of 
North Carolina could indeed be proud of, compared with those of 
larger and greater:States. For the work he has done he will not 
be forgotten. Monuments may be erected, and through the years 
stone eventually decays. The name of Sherwood Brockwell is 
written indelibly upon the heart of every fireman in North Caro- 
lina, and the record he has made will be handed down from gen- 
eration to generation, and your children’s children will rise up 
to call the name of Sherwood Brockwell blessed. I think you have 
in your Fire College something much better than you think. Sher- 
wood Brockwell has wrought better than he thought. It is go- 
ing to become one of the great institutions within our State. It 
will mean the saving of not only thousands and hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars in property, but it will mean the saving of lives, 
of precious souls who will grow up to be great men and to carry 
on the work of our State. 


On behalf of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association, 
and as a token of the love and esteem in which they hold Sher- 
wood Brockwell, it pleases me to present to him this token of 
esteem, and to say to him that it is presented not for its intrinsic 
worth or value, but something far higher, and greater, and more 
noble, the love and respect of strong, noble manhood. There- 
fore, Mr. Brockwell, it becomes more valuable than gems which 
are fit to grace the diadem of a princess. It is an expression 
which means more than expressions from a king, or potentate. 
We hope you will receive it in the spirit in which it is presented, 
and that it will be a source of pleasure for you to use it in the 
years to come, with a full knowledge that so long as you shall 
live, you shall occupy a place in the heart of the North Carolina 
firemen that no other man within the State could occupy. I now 
present you, in the name of the North Carolina State Firemen’s 
Association, this tribute, this box of silver. (Tremendous ap- 
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plause, the audience rising and applauding for several minutes.) 


Sherwood Brockwell: 


If you all wake up in the morning and hear that Sherwood 
Brockwell died yesterday in Salisbury, don’t be surprised. They 
don’t say to nobody what they just said to me, unless they are 
dead. If I am dead standing here talking to you now, I have died 
from appreciation. 


Gentlemen, I don’t know of any human being on earth that 
could have heard one-fifth of those remarks that Chief Miller and 
Mayor Blair has said about me and not be the most grateful hu- 
man being on earth. All the time he was talking there, I was 
thinking about this white preacher that had been off and made 
good, and on coming back he had been invited by the negroes of 
his community to make a talk. When he went out there, they 
thought he was going to talk a few minutes. When he got out 
there and saw this congregation of negroes, he recognized some 
of his boyhood friends and old negroes whom had the perfect right 
to whip him or chastise him when a boy anytime they caught him 
doing anything wrong, and he lit in and preached, and without a 
doubt, inspired. His sermon was one which was the greatest ser- 
mon he ever preached in his life. When he had finished one old 
patriarch got up and he said, ‘My Land,” he says, “in the pages 
of that good book it do say that it is more blessed to give than 
’tis to receive, and so, my white brother, blessed thou art, because 
thou hast given us a noble plea, I would say to you folks congre- 
gated out there, blessed also is they, because thou hast received 
a message second to none in this world, and in conclusion, I want 
to say, that it will please me, one who has labored these long years 
to bring you closer to the Cedars of Lebanon, if you all get on 
bended knee and pray to God to give that white gentleman 
strength to practice at least half what he done preached to us.” 
I feel like the most grateful human being on earth today, and if 
God will give me strength to measure up to one infitesimal part 
of what I am bound to believe that you men expect of me, after 
having heard these two agents of yours speak about it, then I 
will say “Glory unto God.” 


I do hope and I do pray, and I don’t pray often, if you will 
allow me a little privilege, I have tried to make my life my prayer. 
I have tried to make my life my prayer. What you men in the 
Association and your men you have sent to the North Carolina 
Fire School have seen me do, that has been nothing more than 
my prayer. My further prayer will always be that I and mine 
will ever endeavor to do what the firemen of North Carolina ex- 
pect me to do. And I am asking one thing. There are very few 
favors that I have asked anybody, other than my father and moth- 
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er, if at any time any member of the North Carolina Firemen’s 
Association sees me doing anything that is not for the benefit or 
the good of the firemen of North Carolina, please correct me. 
That is a tremendous thing I am asking you from the bottom of 
my heart. 


Pll go a little further into the personal equation, because 
Mayor Blair and Mr. Miller went into it. I want to give you one 
or two facts. Every young man has visions, has dreams, has 
hopes, that is, if he is normal. I joined the North Carolina 
Firemen’s Association, and that was the first year that I had 
been made a member of my college baseball team. From March, 
1902, and on to the middle of July, 1902, my one hope and ambi- 
tion in life was to be a big League ball player. In August, 1902, 
I attended my first session as a grown boy, of the North Carolina 
State Firemen’s Association, and when I saw what McNeill, what 
Boyden saw, what all of those men who had built the Firemen’s 
Association up to that time, when I saw what firemanship meant 
in North Carolina, I quit wanting to be a big League baseball play- 
er and wanted to follow in the foosteps of men like McNeill. If 
I have succeeded in it, the one hope and desire that I have had 
in life, to follow in the foot steps of McNeill and Boyden, men 
of that type, every bit of the credit is due to you men of the North 
Carolina State Firemen’s Association. And what help and assist- 
ance I have gotten from the finest woman that ever lived on 
earth, and four children. I love every one of you, you know 
me. Every man in this Association knows that of the two things 
on earth I love, it is the Firemen’s Association, and my wife and 
four children. This token that you have given me is something 
that my little family, and the firemen of North Carolina can en- 
joy. And I hope that the Death Angel, when it comes, that some 
of the few friends that I have left on earth will have thought 
enough of me to have lifted me and borne me to my last resting 
place before I reach the point in life that every fireman in North 
Carolina will not be welcome to walk into my home and partake 
of whatever I may have therein, and use while in my home these 
gifts that you gentlemen have seen fit to give me. 


I would love to talk on and on, and I can’t. There are cer- 
tain things that a man’s physical condition will not stand. I have 
never before in my life had any concern about my health. At 
this second, after what has been said, I feel that my heart is get- 
ting too fast. I am going to ask you to excuse me from saying 
anything else to you, and believe me when I say that as long as 
there is one drop of blood left in my body, I will forever appreciate 
what you have done. I may have, in self defense, to be away 
from you sometime. You called on Frank Bennett to sing this 
morning; I am standing up here, and to keep from breaking 
down, I ask you kindly to let me sing you a song. It has noth- 
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ing to do with you, nothing to do with me. There are one or two 
little lines in there, that kind of feel like I feel. Now, they tell 
me, the great philosophers, that joy and grief are the same. That 
grief is greater joy. And when I am away from North Caro- 
lina and away from the influences of this North Carolina Fire De- 
partment, in the words of the songster, I can feel this way: 


Homesick and lonesome, nothing feels right, 
That’s how I feel today. 
Home town, old town, and I hear you call, 
Calling from far away. 
Just a little street, 
Where old friends meet, 
I long to go back there some day. 
To you, it may seem old, 
And sort of tumbled down, 
But it means a lot to folks in my home town. 
And whether rich or poor, 
I still feel sure, 
I’m as welcome as the flowers in May. 
It’s just a little street, 
Where old friends meet, 
And love in the same old way. 
(Applause) 

I want to stop by saying that no matter what happens to 
me now, wherever I am, or wherever you are, I will know and al- 
ways look on you as just a crowd of fellows who love one another 
in the same old way. I thank you. (Applause) 


President Shaw: 


We members of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Associa- 
tion know what a big asset to the Association he is. I want to 
say to you, that you, too, have a big heart. 

Is there anything else to come before us? 

(Secretary reads telegram) 


Chief Jones, Fayetteville: 


I move that your Secretary wire Mr. J. B. Flora, Chief of 
the Elizabeth City Fire Department, our regrets at his not be- 
ing able to attend, and wishing him a speedy recovery. 


. .. This was seconded by Mr. J. C. Kessler, of Salisbury, 
and duly carried. . . 


Chief Duckett, Asheville: 


I think it was a wonderful thought that your Executive Com- 
mittee had when they had the idea of presenting this token to 
Sherwood Brockwell. That, to my mind, is only a token, and 
nothing more. He couldn’t be paid for the services that he has 
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rendered this Association, and the State at large. I have prob- 
ably known Sherwood Brockwell as long as any man in the As- 
sociation, and I believe that I am in position to know what he 
has done, and what he has meant to this Association. And, I 
think that your Executive Committee should be commended for 
this thought in presenting to him this little token of our apprecia- 
tion. I would like to make a motion that the action of the Exe- 
cutive Committee be approved by this Association, and be so stated 
in the proceedings of this session. 

. .. This motion was duly seconded by Dr. Long, of Graham, 
and carried... 
Secretary Miller: 


You are all to be commended for staying here as long as 
you have, but we must hammer along to get the business out 
of the way. I have a resolution I want to read. (Reads) “Be it 
resolved that Article II section I of the Constitution be amended 
as follows. That in line five after the word qualified the follow- 
ing to be added. That each officer of the Association shall have 
one vote on all questions coming before the Association.” This 
was presented last night, and the Executive Committee recom- 
mended that you pass it.

Mr. J. C. Kesler, of Salisbury: 


Let’s have the import of it. 


Secretary Miller: 

(Reads resolution again) Prior to the year 1925, the office 
of vice-president and the office of Statistician of the Association 
had been held by Chiefs or Assistant Chiefs. Possibly a short 
time before that a vice-president was elected to this organization 
that was not an officer of his fire department, to-wit, a Chief, 
or Assistant Chief. Prior to this time, our opinion has been, 
is that an officer, a man who served as Statistician of this As- 
sociation, was a Chief, or Assistant Chief, and entitled to a 
vote. Since 1925 the Association has elected him a member of 
the Executive Committee, and he serves as Statistician for this 
Association, who are not Chiefs, or Assistant Chiefs, therefore 
he has no vote upon the convention floor. It is only an amend- 
ment that permits all officers of the Association to have a vote 
on the floor of this convention on all questions. That is the 
amendment.

We come to the Memorial Service that we have sometime during 
the year, in memory of our deceased brothers. At this time we 
will have the invocation by Reverend M. L. Stirewalt. 


Reverend M. L. Stirewalt, D. D.: 


God of our fathers, God of Jesus, God and Father of all who 
truly believe, we adore Thee as both the giver and also the gift 
of life. In Thee do we live and move and have our being. We 
thank Thee for the concrete expression of life in Jesus Christ, 
both in his active life on earth, and also in his promise of life 
beyond the mystic vale. We praise Thee for the music of life 
we may have in him, for its harmony, its rhythm, and its beauty. 
Pardon, we beseech Thee, this turmoil which we have caused in 
life by our unbelief and our unrighteousness of living. We invoke 
Thy presence in us to support, to strengthen, and to comfort each 
one of us here today. May the Divine be experienced in each 
one of us here present this day, in the harmony that it may mean 
the contrasting experiences of joy and sorrow, in the rhythm 
which it provides for us, and the beauty which comes to us 
through the promise which is in Jesus. O God, to Whom all 
hearts are open, all desires known, from Whom no secrets are 
hidden, cleanse the depths of our hearts through the inspiration 
of the Holy Spirit, that we may truly love Thee worthily, and 
magnify Thy name, and receive the comfort of the genuine and 
true faith in Jesus and in his Gospel.

Mr. John L. Miller, our Secretary, will now call the roll of our 
deceased members. 

... Secretary Miller calls the name of each member who 
had died during the past year; it was called three times, and at 
the conclusion of the third calling he was pronounced “dead” by 
President Shaw, at which time, the bell was tolled, and a light 
flashed on in a white cross placed upon the stage, on a base simi- 
lar to a Memorial Shaft.

President Shaw: 


Reverend Marshall Woodson wil address us at this time. 
Reverend Marshall Woodson: 


My Friends, we have fittingly come to honor our dead. Since 
our last meeting together, twenty-one of our comrades have passed 
from our midst into the great beyond. It is fitting that in the 
midst of the fun and frolic of these days that we should pause 
in the hush of this hour to pay reverent and sincere tribute to 
those of our number who are with us no more. As you have lis- 
tened to the roll call, to which there has been no response, as 
you have listened to the tolling of this gong, and witnessed the 
flashing of these lights, you have been reminded again of the 
grim and ghastly fact of death. 

All men must die. The one great, incontrovertible fact in 
the world is the fact that each man at last must pull down the 
curtain of death upon his life and venture out into the unknown. 
In the Fifth Chapter of the Book of Genesis there is a clause that 
is repeated again and again. It is a clause of three words, “And 
He died.” In that Fifth Chapter of Genesis, ten men are men- 
tioned by name, and of these ten men, it is said of eight of them 
that they died. One of the remaining two was Noah, of whom it 
is said in the last verse of the Ninth Chapter, the same thing that 
was said of the other eight, “And he died.” The other of the re- 
maining two was Enoch, of whom it is said in Holy Writ, that he 
walked with God. And he was not, for God took him. I am 
thinking this morning about that searching and stimulating clause, 
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“And he died,” ‘And he died. And he died.” Eight times in one 
chapter, and another time in a succeeding chapter he just said of 
these men that they died, and so I say to you this morning, my 
friends, that the fact of death is a reality. Among all nations 
of the world, men have died. The Babylonian, and the Egyptian, 
the Mede and Persian, the Greek and Roman, the Asiatic and 
European, black and white, rich and poor, high and low, men have 
died. 

When we consider the events that have marked the careers 
of individual men, after we have mentioned their name, and given 
a list of their acheivements, we must come at last to add these 
final words, “And he died.” I am thinking this morning of that 
man of History, Napoleon, who was mad, insane, a genius, and 
who conquered the civilized world, and after he made the whole 
world his master, we must add these words, “And he died.” I am 
thinking about George Washington, the father of this American 
Republic, who sat and guarded its crib in its weak and feeble 
years, and after George Washington had laid the foundations of 
this nation, and offered to us the principles that were to be our 
heritage today, it must be said of George Washington, that he 
died. I am thinking about Abraham Lincoln, who was used of 
God to preserve the Union, who on the one hand faced duty with 
courage and bravery and on the other hand with a generous mag- 
ninimity knew neither North nor South, and yet after he had fin- 
ished his career, it must be said of Lincoln that he died. I am 
thinking of Woodrow Wilson, and I am thinking of Thomas 
Edison, thinking of all the men who have made this nation great 
and after each man’s name we must still add this clause, “And 
he died.” 


O how that phrase continues to haunt us, how it continues 
to linger in our minds, hinder our step through life, and with 
wearing repetition, again and again, it has to be said of every 
man at last when he has finished his life’s pilgrimage, it must be 
said, “And he died.” I am thinking this morning about these 
men of long ago, these men mentioned in the Fifth Chapter of 
Genesis, and I am asking myself three questions this morning in 
this sad and solemn hour. The first question is this, “What did 
he live for?” We are told four facts about these men, that they 
were born, that they raised children, that they lived so many 
years, and that they died. But, my friends, would you dare say 
that the mere fact that a man is born, that he raises children 
and he lives so long, he dies, is that the sum total of life? i 
that the essence of life? Is that all there is to life? 
ing this morning, and asking with earnestness as I search my 
life and as I think of our comrades, dead, who are here in spirit. 
What did they live for? What do you live for? What do men 
live for, if we must die and death marks the end? 


I am ask- 


What are we 
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living for? 

Some men live just to satisfy themselves. Some men live 
just to give outlet to passion. Some men live just upon the level 
of flesh and fleshly desires. Some men live carelessly, and in- 
differently, just drift through life. Some men face life selfishly, 
seek to gain what life can give. But, other men make God the 
center of their lives, and they live for God, and God through them 
has widened the channels, and seeks to bless their fellowmen. 


Now, it lies within the realm of your own choice to decide 
what you shall live for. You may choose to live for drink. You 
may choose to live for lust. You may face life carelessly and in- 
differently. You may choose to seek a selfish way of life, may 
seek what life has to give you. You may choose God, and to live 
for God. The choice is with you. On ship sails East, and an- 
other sails West. ’Tis the set of the sail, and not the gale, 
that bids which way they go. Like the wind of the air, or the 
waves of the sea, as we travel along through life, ’tis the set 
of the sail, and not the gale, that determines the goal. And not 
the storm and strife. 


What are you living for? ‘The second question that comes to 
our minds is this: Well, did it really matter after all that these 
men lived? Did it make any difference that these men lived, 
these men of long ago? These men mentioned in the Fifth Chap- 
ter of the Book of Genesis? Did it make any difference that they 
lived?) I can answer that question by saying this: It depended 
upon the influence that they exercised. You know that some 
men exercise an influence that damns and blights. Some men’s 
influence are as the scourge of locusts. Some men’s influence are 
as a bad apple in the barrel, spoiling the whole, yet other men’s 
influence is God-like. Their influences are helpful and cheering. 
Their influences are inspiring and uplifting. Their influences 
make: life the sweeter and life richer. I am thinking this morn- 
ing about our debt of gratitude to President Franklin D. Roose- 
velt. How great is our debt to this man because of his magni- 
ficent influence, his cheery smile, his voice with its tone of confi- 
dence, his courageous leadership. How America, and how the 
world thanks God for the influence of this man. And yet, that 
man first won a victory within the realm of his own personality. 
He had been afflicted with a fearful disease. He might have just 
sat back and said, “Well, life has licked me. I am whipped. I 
am through. I am done for.” But, in the midst of triumphant 
manhood he arose and conquered his affliction and disease as a 
giant upon the horizon, blessing the world with the richness of 
his courageous and victorious influence. So it does matter how 
a man lives, it does matter the influence he exerts. It does mat- 
ter that a man lives, if he exerts the right influence. 
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Three things, I suggest, are these: If you lived long ago, 
when these men lived, would you have lived any better than they 
lived? Supose you had lived in their homes, and suppose you had 
worked in their shops? Suppose you had done business along 
their streets, would you have lived your life any better than they 
lived their lives long ago? Logically, the answer is this: You 
would live your life then no better than you are living your life 
now. How fine are you making your life now, how, helpful do you 
make your influence? How rich? Are you seeking to be a blessing 
to those that you know? 


Now, my friends, if you come here this morning asking me 
to say beautiful words in honor of our dead, you have come in 
vain. These were fine men. These were men of courage and 
bravery. You knew them far better than I. I am not here this 
morning to add one word, not one single word of tribute to their 
name because the only accurate estimate of their lives, the only 
true revelation of their influences are to be found in your lives. 
No matter what I might say, no matter how beautifully I express 
the fact, still it remains that the comrades that remain behind 
are the true index of the type of lives that these men lived here. 
They touched you unconsciously, perhaps. They are dead, yet 
their fingers still grip you; their lips are silent, but they still 
speak. Though they are in their graves, they still live in the 
influence they exert and you, by the type of your manhood, with 
all its strength, its courage, all the fortitude and power, are, in 
the final analysis the only true indexes to the type of manhood 
represented here. 


So, I come to say to you this morning that I am speaking 
not of your dead. You cherish their memories in your hearts, 
but I am speaking to those men whose memorial service shall be 
held here twelve months from now. I am speaking to men here 
this morning who shall not answer the roll call next year. The gong 
shall sound, and light shall flash, and you shall be remembered 
next year as one who has passed beyond. What kind of influence 
are you going to leave? It is is up to you now, here, this mo- 
ment, this hour, to consecrate your lives to high, clean, to tem- 
perate living, that you might have an influence that will linger in 
the memory of your comrades. My challenge to you, happy war- 
riors, is this, that as we are symbols of ‘the livs of those who 
have gone before, so likewise those who follow after us shall be 
symbols of what we are. Therefore, for the sake of the memorial 
that shall be spoken of us, not by some ministers, but shall be 
spoken in life as men shall face courageously their temptations, 
let us for the sake of our influences walk in the strength of noble 
manhood, and for God and our fellowman. Let us live true to 
our highest ideals. Lives of great men oft remind us, we can 
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make our lives sublime, and departing, leave behind us, footprints 
on the sands of time; footprints that perhaps another sailing ov- 
er life’s solemn main, are forlorn, and shipwrecked, broken, shall 
take heart again. And, he died—twenty-one. And, you shall die. 
But, let us live again as our influences shall count for the en- 
nobling of manhood, and the enriching of our brotherhood.

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Closing Session 
WEDNESDAY, JULY 26, 1933 


... The convention was called to order at 11:10 a. m. by 
President Shaw. 

President Shaw: 

The first thing on our program is the reading of the minutes 
of our last meeting. I presume that copies will be distributed to 
you gentlemen there in the audience. (Books of Procedings are 
distributed). 


Chief Joyner, Farmville: 


Mr. President I move that we omit the reading of the min- 
utes, since they are printed, unless Mr. Miller has something to 
be corrected that he wishes to bring to our attention. 


Secretary Miller: 
They are correct. 


... This motion was seconded by Mr. R. C. Whitley, and 
duly carried. . . 


President Shaw: 
Is there any new business? 


Dr. Long, of Graham: 

I don’t know whether I am out of order or not. We have 
made history in this state. Some of our members come every 
year, and some do not. Therefore, it seems to me that we should 
appoint a historian or Committee of Historians to take down the 
proceedings, and have them printed in a form that we can pre- 
serve for our children. 

President Shaw: 
It seems to be the opinion that it is already done, in our book 


of proceedings. 


Secretary Miller: 

Here is a paper that was handed to me. I take it that it 
comes under new business. I will read it: (Reads) An act 
to prohibit the employment of firemen of city and town Fire De- 
partments in cities of more than ten thousand inhabitants for more 
than twenty-four continuous service hours, and not more than 
eighty-four hours during any week, and to provide a penalty for 
the violation thereof. 

SECTION I. HOURS OF EMPLOYMENT OF FIREMEN IN 
CERTAIN CITIES REGULATED.—Be it enacted by the General 
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Assembly of the State of North Carolina, That on and after the 
approval of this Act by the Governor it shall be unlawful for any 
Mayor, Intendant, Councilman, Alderman, Commissioner or Mem- 
ber of any Council of any city or town having a population of ten 
thousand (10,000) inhabitants, as fixed by the Federal census of 
1910, or any subsequent census, to require or cause to direct any 
fireman employed in the Fire Department of any such city or 
town to work more than twelve (12) continuous hours, or more 
than eighty-four hours during any week. Provided, This Act 
shall not be construed as preventing any fireman or person em- 
ployed by any city or town Fire Department from rendering ser- 
vice in cases of emergency. It seems to be an act drawn to be 
passed by the General Assembly. 


Mr. Kesler: 


Mr. Secretary, I brought the paper up. We wanted to get 
it passed so the Legislative Committee can handle it, at the next 
General Assembly. 


President Shaw: 


What are the wishes of the convention in regard to this paper? 
Are there any more discussions? 


Mr. John Lewis, Statesville: 


Mr. President, if you change it, I think you should make it 
ten hours instead of twelve. That is longer than I think they 
should work. 


Chief Palmer, Charlotte: 


We have the two platoon system in Charlotte. We think it 
is fine. Wilmington has it, Asheville has it, or used to have it. 
Raleigh has it. You can’t work the ten hour system. You have 
got to work the twelve, or eleven and thirteen, either one. 
Voice: How about the eight hours? 


Chief Palmer: 


I don’t know any city in the United States that has put in an 
eight hour system in the Fire Department. I don’t think it 
would increase the efficiency at all. I think the twelve hours, two 
platoon system is a fine idea. Hight hours is asking too much. 


Chief Hobson, Winston-Salem: 


Winston-Salem has two platoons, and has had since the first 
day of October, 1932. We work ten and fourteen hours per day. 
In case of emergency, they are subject to call. We only let two 
men from each Company go out of town in one day, or one night. 
The others are subject to call. I think that is fine. The men 
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have more interest in their work, have more pep, and when we 
put in a call, no man fails to come. 


Sherwood Brockwell: 


I am glad to see the paper come before this convention. It 
shows that we are abreast of the times. Since 1776 politicians and 
statesmen, whatever you desire to call them, in Washington have 
at various times tried every other known scheme except one, and 
it remains for Franklin D. Roosevelt to be very unique, and he 
is the first man that has ever been known to pledge his administra- 
tion to the testing out of one thing, and that is to give the work- 
ing man shorter hours and better pay and see how it works. (Ap- 
plause) It looks like our legislators, unless we call a special 
session, will convene in 1935, and the administration at Wash- 
ington will have completely failed or they will have fixed this 
country well. All the men in the ranks, the working man, the 
mechanics, farmers, will have taken his place in the front ranks 
of this country. I will suggest, not a motion, for that should 
come from the floor, but that this matter be referred to the Legis- 
lative Committee, to be taken up in case there is a special session, 
or in case the matter is not thoroughly settled before the next 
meeting of our own General Assembly in Raleigh. 


Chief Miller, Albemarle: 


Without any further preliminary, I move that we accept the 
matter there just as read by Secretary Miller. 
. . . This was seconded and carried... 


Secretary Miller: 


There is another matter here that was sent up to me, a reso- 
lution. (Reads) Whereas, there is a desire, that the ofifce of 
second vice-president be added to the list of officers; therefore; 
Be it resolved and enacted; that we do elect a second vice-presi- 
dent, and change all laws in conflict with this change. 


For the information of the convention, we used to have a 
second vice-president, and there is a question before some of the 
men who offered this resolution, believing that an amendment to 
the constitution and by-laws is necessary. That may be so, but 
I remember very distinctly when the second vice-president’s ser- 
vices were dispensed with and that was upon the floor of the 
convention by such a resolution. It depends on what you want to 
do with it. That is what happened to the second vice-president 
years ago, and I had been asked the question of whether it was 
an amendment to the constitution, and whether it could be passed 
at this time. That second vice-president continued up until 1924. 
Since that time we have dispensed with the second vice-president. 
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And if my memory serves me right, that was done by resolution 
upon the floor of the convention. 
Mr. Kesler, Salisbury: 

I move the adoption of the resolution. 


Sherwood Brockwell: 

Before going in that, let me offer a suggestion. If I am 
not correct, please let me know, any of you boys out there. At 
present we have a president, a vice-president, a secretary, and 
we will have a treasurer, and a statistician, two members of the 
Advisory Board, which makes seven. All right. That makes it 
impossible for your Executive Committee in session to get a tie, 
which would tie up things from then on. Whatever we have on 
that Executive Committee, we ought to have an odd number so 
that we could always have a majority, and minority. I therefore 
suggest that if you are going to have an additional vice-president, 
that you should have three men, instead of two, so that we will 
have an odd number. I would like to have the reaction on that. 


EK. A. Semon, St. Pauls: 


I move that we adopt a second vice-president, and one other 
member to serve on the Executive Committee, in order that we 
might not have difficulty at any time, and that they fall in line, 
the second vice-president for first vice-president, and up to the 
presidency. 


President Shaw: 


Do you offer that as an amendment to Chief Kesler’s mo- 

tion? 
EK. A. Semon, St. Pauls: 
I offer that as an amendment. 

Let me amend that to offer the third vice-president. If we 
have the second and third vice-president, and have them on the 
Executive Committee, they will stand as they are. 

Chief Kesler: 

I accept that amendment, and have the second and third vice- 
president. 

. . . This motion was seconded and carried... 

President Shaw: 

Is there anything else under new business? 
F, M. Iddings, East Spencer: 

The men I represent here this morning wanted me to ask 
this convention to adopt a resolution to purchase a grave marker 
for our dead firemen, something like they have for the soldiers. 
They wanted to adopt some kind of a small marker as a symbol of 
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the fireman, at his grave, to show in cemeteries that you go in, 
where firemen have been buried, something on the order of a 
bronze marker. 


President Shaw: 


I would like you to offer a resolution, and get it here to the 
table. 

Under new business, I recognize Sherwod Brockwell at this 
time. 


Sherwood Brockwell: 


There is something that comes under the head of new busi- 
ness that I think you should know about. It has been mentioned 
in three of the officer’s reports, but it hasn’t had any amount of 
discussion, because we all seem to accept it as inevitable. All of 
you have kept well read on all of the drastic moves, I may call 
them, made by the last General Assembly, and conditions which 
the Governor found himself facing with regard to finances of 
the State of North Carolina, and running in this morning’s paper 
it has been found to be in the opinion of men who have charge of 
your State’s affairs at Raleigh to reduce running expenses of the 
State down to a basic principle of 62% of what your various de- 
partments, institutions, etc., received in 1931. I have not come 
to this convention to argue that point. I am yielding to the bet- 
ter judgment of men I believe to be much more qualified than I 
to bring you through conditions as they are in North Carolina, 
conditions which will get North Carolina out of the red. But, 
there is one point in that program I think is of vital importance 
to you men. In 1891 the General Assembly of North Carolina 
passed a law appropriating an annual appropriation of $2,500 to 
the firemen of North Carolina. Now, mark you, that was in 1891, 
and not in 1931. In order to get that bill passed by the General 
Assembly our leaders at that time had to confer with men of a 
different race, who occupied strategic positions in the General As- 
sembly of 1891, with the result that we received the $2,500 annual 
appropriation, provided, however, that one-fourth of it should be 
to the firemen of the negro race in North Carolina. Our Commit- 
tee very wisely accepted that proviso. Up until 1933 we received 
from the State of North Carolina for the services of approximate- 
ly 3,700 men belonging to the various fire departments in North 
Carolina, $1,875. In order that a fireman, especially in a small 
town, where they have not built up a big fund in a firemen’s re- 
lief fund, should draw from the state fund and participate for 
recovery for injury and accident, loss of health, from that $1,875. 
In 1933, your General Assembly, in keeping with other things, 
reduced that to $1,750. Now, after that was done, your Budget 
Bureau of which your Governor is the head, deemed it not only ad- 
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visable, but inevitable that a further reduction should be made 
from our appropriation of 1891. And it has been cut to $1,312.50, 
approximately 30%. When I first heard of it, I got John Miller 
around to my office, and he thought I was going to have a fit. 
After having talked with your Executive Committee about it, I 
found that I had been appointed a Committee of One to talk to 
our Governor about it. I went to Governor Ehringhaus’ office, 
and told him I had come there to talk about the North Carolina 
State Firemen’s Association. He became a happy listener, and he 
and I discussed the matters of the Association, from one end to 
the other, with the result that Governor Ehringhaus told me that 
the action of the General Assembly and the action of the Bud- 
get Bureau was absolutely necessary on account of the financial 
conditions facing the State, and that insofar ’as what the Legisla- 
ture had done, that he was powerless to lay it aside. During 
the conversation, I asked him, Governor, I don’t want you to 
promise me but one thing, that is this, that if we have to draw on 
that fund, especially for these smaller towns, can I tell the fire- 
men of North Carolina that you will do whatever you can? Now, 
mark my words, consistent with the policy of the State to come 
to the front, he said, “Sherwood, tell them this: That as long as 
I am Governor of North Carolina, that any time any fireman in 
North Carolina needs any part of the difference between the $1,- 
312.50 and the $1,875.00, I will do more than what you ask. I will 
guarantee that it shall be appropriated, if I have to go in my own 
pocket, and pay it myself.” That is what he told me. (Applause) 
I wanted you all to know that. And that brings me up to this, 
that if any condition arises in this State wherein any fireman needs 
any part of that difference, Governor Ehringhaus, himself, be- 
comes personally responsible for it, under those conditions. That 
brings me to this resolution I am going to present to you. You 
see, due to conditions which the Firemen’s Association of North 
Carolina have no control over, inroads have been made into our 
supply of that which makes the Association go, and protect its 
firemen. Now, one part of that has not been bothered any more 
than from a natural decline of business. For years, by statute, 
the outside companies doing business in the State of North Caro- 
lina were compelled by statute to give up one-half of one percent 
of all the money they took in in these various cities and towns. 
About 1917 the home companies came in and volunteered—they 
were left out of the first law, in 1917 they came in and they vol- 
unteered to give us their one-half of one percent of all they took 
in, and the Department of Insurance has collected that and put 
it out to you every year since then. But, there is one provision 
along with that. When these insurance companies, the inside and 
the outside, the outside doing it by statute, and the inside volun- 
tarily, they said they would be glad to give us one-half of one per- 
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cent of all that they took in, provided three things. One of them 
is that we enforce the fire waste law, that the firemen of North 
Carolina make inspections and keep out of these buildings things 
which will set the buildings on fire. I am here to tell you that 
we have done splendid work along that line. The next thing 
they required was that we keep and maintain serviceable appara- 
tus, because no matter what else you have got, if you haven’t got 
Some serviceable apparatus, you can’t deliver the goods, boys, I 
believe all of you will agree with me on that. And I want to say 
that these people who made a bona fide contract with us have lived 
up to every bit of it, and it is up to us to enforce the fire waste 
law to the satisfaction of the Insurance Commissioner, and I don’t 
mean to satisfy me. You boys know what that means. Here 
is the resolution, and I think it is nothing but fair that we should 
carry out our part of the bargain with people who, even during the 
worst financial conditions have not failed in their part of it. 
I hope you will adopt this. It will cost none of you a cent. It 
was adopted in the Sandhills Association. It is this. (Reads) 
RESOLVED 


That the North Carolina Firemen’s Association in Convention 
assembled at Salisbury, N. C., July 25, 1933, endorce a campaign 
of rigid inspection of buildings and the strict enforcement of the 
Fire Waste Law. That we further endorse the testing of all hose 
and fire apparatus and that the Officers and Members of the 
North\ Carolina Firemen’s Association pledge their support and 
aid in making and conducting such approved tests as will ascer- 
tain the fitness, reliability and dependability of such hose and 
equipment for Fire Service. I thank you. 


Mr. Clark: 


I move that it be adopted. ' 
. .. The motion was seconded, and duly carried. . . 


Secretary Miller: 


Gentlemen, from East Spencer, Mr. Iddings presents this reso- 
lution: (Reads) ‘Resolved that the North Carolina State Fire- 
men’s Association provide a suitable marker, the design of which 
is to be decided upon by a Committee appointed by the President, 
to be placed at the grave of each deceased member of the North 
Carolina State Firemen’s Association, the price of said marker not 


to exceed $3.00.” 


Chief Palmer, Charlotte: 


We have had prices on some of those markers there at home. 
They will cost us anywhere from $7.50 to $15.00, if you decide to 
get them. I don’t think you can get them for $3.00.

Mr. Iddings, East Spencer: 


I have prices on markers, two different metals, I forget the 
name of it. The cheapest one is $1.25, and the best one $1.50. By 
the dozens and by the hundreds, they are much cheaper. They 
are about six inches, something similar to the American Legion, 
or the Confederate soldiers, or Junior Order. 


Sherwood Brockwell: 

That man who made the memorial address this morning, said, 
“And he died. And he died.” And he up and told you that next 
year there was going to be some of us not here, that we would 
not see the light flicker. One thing I am proud of, as a little ne- 
gro is of a big name, whatever the North Carolina State Firemen’s 
Association has attempted to do, always was done in grand style. 
We have not done so much, but what we have done was worth- 
while. While I revere this boy for bringing that up. and appre- 
ciate the fact that he has prices on it, $1.25 and $1.50, the amend- 
ment there mentions $3.00. We should let the Committee that is 
appointed be in position to decide what to pay for that thing, and 
let it be a good one. If it costs fifty cents, or more, don’t limit 
them to $3.00 as the last mark of our appreciation of our worth. 
Let’s leave it to the Committee you are going to appoint, and 
let’s don’t call ourselves $3.00 folks. We are not. (Tremendous 
applause) 

President Shaw: 


You have heard the resolution. An amendment has been offer- 
ed here to strike out the $3.00, and leave it to your Committee to 
secure some suitable marker for each and every fireman. They 
should be uniform, of course. 

. .. This motion was seconded and carried. . . 


Captain Jones, of Ayden: 


There is one thing that I have been debating in my mind, 
whether this marker was for those that have already passed from 
our Association, or would it be from now on? . 

Dr. Long: 


I don’t know whether to take this up or not. It is about 
those that have passed on. I, like Sherwood Brockwell, was highly 
in favor of those markers, because we soon forget our dead. I 
think these markers are very appropriate, they are like the sol-— 
diers. I know Brother McLendon all right. I have been all over 
the country with him. The Major spoke about the soldiers, com- 
paring them with the firemen. I think we. should have these 
markers. I am foolish sometimes, but that is all right. I had a 
little motion a while ago—I don’t know what went with that. And 
I don’t know what is the matter with Sherwood, he has quit telling 
jokes. We are short on jokes. I have heard it said around here 
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that the reason volunteers didn’t get anywhere, they left the hall. I 
have heard others say that they get drunk. I have been going to 
conventions for thirty years, and I have seen other people get 
drunk. As John Crawford said, “I won’t stand for it.” The first 
one I ever went to in my life, I went to Asheville, with old Dr. Da- 
vis. I never took a drink in my life. We had a nice dinner out on 
the French Broad, supper or something. There were some pretty 
girls there, and they had some pretty little glass cups with handles 
on them which they passed when we had eaten. We would drink 
and talk. Talk and drink, and we got ready to start back to town. 
My old Chief says, “That was fine champagne.” I says, “Huh?” 
He says, “The best that ever came out of Paris.” I said, “Huh?” 
I had heard that champagne would make you drunk for two or 
three days. I had drunk several glasses of that, and I thought 
I would never get back to Asheville. Just as soon as we got 
back to town I went in the hotel and I stayed in my bed two days. 
I never went out any more before we got ready to go home. The 
others were having a good time, but I was afraid to raise up 
my head, afraid that it would swim about from all that cham- 
pagne I had been drinking. When they asked me, I told them. 
And my old Chief says, “You fool, that was not a thing in 
the world but fruit juice.” The boys laughed at me plenty. That 
is history of the past. I couldn’t help thinking about it. 


We have come to Salisbury, right in the home town of one 
of the greatest firemen that ever lived in North Carolina, and we 
haven’t paid our tribute to him. Boyden held up Captain James 
MeNeill’s hands in all the work he ever did for the Association. 
He was a lawyer, a soft-voiced eloquent orator. Wherever he 
went the word went along, and there was something doing, and 
being done as well. He was a great legislator. We have his 
picture in our program, and I thought somebody would make a 
speech on Baldy Boyden. It shows how we are forgotten when 


we are gone. 


And right here, I want to tell you boys about one of the 
greatest honors ever bestowed on me. I want you all to know 
it. When they were voting in Hamlet for the vice-president, the 
Charlotte Observer had a long article “Dr. Long represents the 
volunteers.” Thank God for that. That is the greatest honor 
in the world. Whenever men lay down their lives, at any time, 
without reward or hope of reward, thank God I have represented 
them. I have never been an officer of any kind at all, but I will 
die happy that you all said that about me one time. I couldn’t 
let the convention get out of here until I told you how I loved you, 
and how much I appreciate what the paper said about me. (Ap- 


plause) 
Sherwood Brockwell: 
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I hate to keep getting back up here on the floor, but Dr. 
Long has struck a note that I want to talk about. He said some- 
thing about Archibald Henderson Boyden. I, myself, wondered 
for just o moment down there in that beautiful and magnificent 
memorial service, why something was not said, not about “Archi- 
bald Henderson Boyden,” but “Baldy Boyden.” Every fireman of 
the other days knew him as that. It dawned on me just like a 
bursted bomb why nothing was said about him here by his friends. 
It is this, that Baldy Boyden’s life that he lived in the city of 
Salisbury was such that when he laid down and died, gave that 
noble body of his back to the earth, and his spirit to God, from 
whence he came, it was absolutely unnecessary for anybody in 
Salisbury to say anything good about him because his life had 
said all that was necessary to say for one human being. (Ap- 
plause) I know exactly how Dr. Long feels. Some people say 
that Dr. Long is older than I am. We folks can’t forget men 
like Boyden. I wanted to add this one little tribute. We were 
not taking Salisbury to task. about this. It is unnecessary that 
anything else be said. It doesn’t matter how many people are 
sorry when you die, but I know that when Baldy Boyden died, 
men, women and children of every race, creed and color sorrowed 
from the bottom of their heart, when he died. And that was a 
greater tribute than any man could make, the sorrow that existed 
in the hearts of people in Salisbury and the State of North Caro- 
lina when he died. I do want to say this, he had a national repu- 
tation. Wherever Baldy Boyden went in the United States he 
was known as a great Southerner. He was a great statesman, a 
great legislator. He put Salisbury on the map wherever he 
went. But, none of that ever touched the inner man. Baldy 
Boyden was two things, and two things alone. The world pro- 
claimed him more, but in his heart and in his soul he was two 
things only, a Confederate soldier, and a member of the North Car- 
olina State Firemen’s Association. That is.what Baldy Boyden was. 
(Applause) And the last time that I ever saw him, that noble 
character, because everything about him was noble, his dealings 
with his fellowmen were noble, the last thing that I ever heard 
Baldy Boyden say, that noble man was on a platform in a North 
Carolina State Firemen’s convention and something had been 
said about an old fireman getting his Firemen’s Relief, and some 
young fellow, it might have been me, got up and said what the 
law was, and Baldy said, “To Hell with the law,” what does that 
fireman need?” And that was his heart. (Applause) And then, 
when it came to the last time for those who loved him to gaze on 
him, I wouldn’t go up because I always wanted to, and always 
will, remember Baldy Boyden in his: nobility of character, in his 
last appearance before the North Carolina State Firemen’s Asso- 
ciation, and letting the world know that whatever the law of 
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the land may be, whatever may be the opinion of the masses, 
Baldy Boyden was interested in two things alone, the welfare of 
that faint few, which still represented that great line that follow- 
ed Lee, and the firemen of the State of North Carolina. I thank 
you. (Applause) 


President Shaw: 


I am sure that Dr. Long and Sherwood Brockwell have just 
spoken the sentiment of each and every fireman in this hall this 
morning. 


Chief Jones, Fayetteville: 


For the information of the Assembly, I would like to ask 
how far back does the resolution go that was passed a few min- 
utes ago in regard to the markers for the graves of our firemen? 


President Shaw: 


I guess it is supposed to start from now. That can be taken 
care of later by this Committee. 


Chief Jones, Fayetteville: 


I would like to make a motion, Mr. President,—where are the 
markers paid from, the State Association? 


President Shaw: 


Yes. 

Chief Jones, Fayetteville: 

I would like to make a motion, therefore, that we go back 
as far as you or I, or any other people—members of this con- 
vention can remember and mark the graves with those markers, 
of all the firemen that have died in service as long as they were 
members of the Fire Department—that we mark those, and call 
on the State Department for those markers, not stopping with to- 
day, or yesterday, but going back as far as they go, calling on the 
State Department for the markers. We want to mark them as 
far back as you and I can remember. 

... This motion was seconded... 


Chief Palmer: 


I would like to amend that by saying that each Fire Depart- 
ment that is a member of this Association go back and furnish 
markers for the graves of firemen that have died prior to this 
year, and the State take it up from now on, and those markers 
to be duplicates of what the State Furnishes. 


Chief Jones, Fayetteville: 
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How far back? 
Chief Palmer: 

We will let the members of the Departments decide, buy those 
mrakers for those who have previously died, and they will be the 
same the State has, but they will put them up. 


Chief Jones, Fayetteville: 


I accept the amendment that each Fire Department call on 
the State Department for those markers, and put them up. 


Chief Palmer: 

If every Fire Department in the State will buy markers dupli- 
cate to what the State has, and put them up to the graves of 
firemen that have died previous to today. 

Chief Jones, Fayetteville: 

I am sorry, but I can’t accept that. I am asking the volun- 
teer Fire Departments of the State to make the State Department 
buy the markers for every fireman’s grave, that has died in ser- 
vice. 

Chief Palmer: 

I am asking the Volunteer Fire Departments of the Associa- 
tion to buy the markers for every fireman who has died in service, 
and have them furnished through the State Departments, so they 
can put them up. 

. . -The motion is seconded. . . 

John Lewis, Statesville: 

I don’t know how much money it would take to go back 
that far, so I don’t know what to say to passing a motion of that 
kind. It seems to me if we go back, we should go all the way 
back to at least when the Association was formed, and that would 
criple our finances. I don’t approve Chief Palmer’s amendment 
for this reason. The small Departments haven’t got any money 
at all. That is all right for the large Departments but not for 
the small. In thinking over this. amendment, I think perhaps 
the relatives of the deceased firemen, if they choose to do so, can 
be authorized to order these markers, if they desire. I think 
that is all that we could do. If you don’t, it would cost you prob- 
ably $6,000 or $7,00, or more. His motion is that we go back, . 
and if we go back and place these markers, it should be to all 
of them. I don’t know where that would take us. We shouldn’t 
cripple our finances. 


Chief Jones, Fayetteville: 


If someone will make an amendment for five years back, I 
will accept it. 


Chief Palmer: 
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I will change mine to five years. 
Chief Jones, Fayetteville: 

I will accept that. I am determined that the firemen of 
North Carolina shall get markers for at least five years back, 
paid for by the Association. (Applause) 


Chief Bennett: 


I want to ask Chief Jones this question. Why should the 
question of volunteer or paid firemen enter into this Association. 
All of us are members in the Association. When you come to 
our burg we don’t say you are a volunteer fireman, you are a 
fireman as far as we are concerned. I feel those of us who give 
our time to the Fire Department exclusively, we have got to get 
paid. I feel that we ought, whether paid or not, fight fire with 
the same energy, and we fight with the same energy and effort 
you do, and we appreciate a little praise the same as you do. The 
few dollars handed us don’t make us fight the fires. Dr. Long 
brought out that isue. A volunteer fireman is a firemen as far 
as I am concerned, and we should say this in making these moves, 
we are all members of the North Carolina Firemen’s Association, 
we are all members of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Asso- 
ciation, and that is my attitude, fellows! (Applause) 

In buying those markers back five years, I would like to know 
who the bill would be sent to? 


President Shaw: 


To the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association, Mr. John 
L. Miller, Secretary, Concord, North Carolina. 


Chief Jones, Fayetteville: 


I want to answer my friend, Frank Bennett, down there. I 
happen to be Chief of Police, and I am fighting like the rest of 
you, a volunteer, and a member of the North Carolina State Fire- 
men’s Association. I am not making any distinction between any 
of us. We are all members, we want them put up five years 
back, paid for by the North Carolina State Firemen’s Associa- 
tion, and that settles it. 


Chief Bennett, Durham: 


My remark wasn’t pertinent, perhaps. I believe Chief Jones 
will bear me out. He came to me on one particular instance. I 
didn’t ask him if he was a paid fireman, or what. He was a fire- 
man, and I could do a favor for him and I did it. 


Chief Jones, Fayetteville: 


O..K- 
Mr. Williford, Rocky Mount: -

I don’t think we should go back any five years, one year or 
two years. Mr. Harris has a marker there that the Rocky Mount 
Fire Department has been buying for years. We don’t stop at 
five years, or two years back. We took them all in. If we are 
going to buy them for one, we should buy them for all. There 
is the marker there, we have right now. It cost $1.80. (Holds 
marker up) 


Mr. C. C. Harris, Rocky Mount: 


He certainly said what I intended to say. We have been 
marking the graves of our brother firemen in Rocky Mount for 
years. We have used this marker here, you see the helmet and this 
emblem here, and ‘‘Member of the Rocky Mount Fire Department. 
This one goes to W. H. Johnson, buried out from Raleigh. 


Chief Miller, Albemarle: 


I can’t see that we are getting very far. I think Chief 
Palmer’s statement there is a solution to the whole problem. I 
don’t believe there is a town in this State, if the Chief would 
go before the commissioners, but what they would appropriate 
enough money from that Department to go back and mark their 
deceased members’ graves. Why not accept Chief Palmer’s 
amendment there? 


Chief Jones, Fayetteville: 
I accept Chief Palmer’s amendment to go back five years. 
President Shaw: 


Ail Departments of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Asso- 
ciation shall ask the State Association to furnish them markers 
of some suitable type and kind, back, for the deceased members, 
for a period of five years. Then, after a period of five years, the 
Department, or the family, or any one who wishes, can buy these 
markers and place to their loved ones, if it is uniform with the 
rest of them, and the Association sell them to these others, the 
deceased past that five year period, at the same price that we 
pay for the ones bought today. 


Chief Jones, Fayetteville: 


OW Ke 
.. . This motion was duly seconded, and carried . . 


President Shaw: 


If there is nothing else under the head of new business, the 
next is the report of Committees. (No Committes reports) The 
next we have is unfinished business. 
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Chief Kesler, Salisbury: 


I want to make one statement to you fine fellows. I know 
something that you do not know now. In keeping the report of 
registration at the Fire Station, I bring you this happy report. 
That every Fire Department in North Carolina, furnished by your 
State Secretary, has responded to your call and registered at that 
place, save twenty-one. That may not agree with the record here, 
but the delegates presented their credentials, all but twenty-one 
Fire Departments in North Carolina. They have been present 
and registered. (Applause) ; 


President Shaw: 


Thank you, Judge, that is a fine report. This is a big con- 
vention. 

The next we have now, is the election of officers for the com- 
ing year, and the first officer is your president. 


Chief Jones, Fayetteville: 


I want to place in nomination a man, a man from a paid 
Department, a man who was our vice-president last year. Sit 
down Palmer. All of us like him. All of us know him. He will 
serve us as president for the coming year as a number one man. 
That is all that can be said, by me, or any one else. I place in 
nomination, my friend, Chief Palmer, from Charlotte, as president. 

... This was seconded by Mr. Fleishman, of Fayetteville. . . 


Chief Miller, Albemarle: 


I move that thé nominations be closed. 
. .. This was seconded by several. . . 


Chief Miller, Albemarle: 

And I move that he be elected by acclamation, and call for 
a rising vote. 

. .. This was seconded, and the audience rises. . . 
Voices: Palmer, Palmer! (Tremendous applause) Speech Speech! 


Chief Palmer, Charlotte: 

Mr. Chairman, and Brother Firemen: I want to thank you 
men for the honor you have bestowed upon me. For a good many 
years I was in the Fire Department in the City of Charlotte, as a 
volunteer. Later on I was elected as a member of the Department 
as a permanent fireman. Some few years ago my men 1n Char- 
lotte elected me Chief, and head of one of the most loyal bunch 
of men I ever saw. Today you have honored me and elected me 
the Chief of one of the greatest organizations that I know of in 
this country. (Applause) I want to say this, regardless of what 
size town you are from, the smallest or the largest, you men are 
welcome to Charlotte. Whoever comes there, I want you to come 
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round to see me. One thing I don’t want you to do—I have been 
embarrassed lots of times, a fellow comes in there from a small 
Department in North Carolina and the first thing he does is apolo- 
gize because he is from a small town. Now, you have your own 
conditions in your home town, equal to anything we have in our 
city. You have far more worse conditions, maybe, than we have 
got, and less apparatus. You have got less men on the spur of 
the moment. I want to say this, that any time I can be of any 
service, give you any information, you only have to call on me. 
If I can help you out in your meetings in your home towns, in any 
way, just drop me a card, give me a day’s notice, and I will drop 
down to see you. I thank you (Applause) 


Chief Dorsette, Sanford: 


It is not what Chief Palmer is going to do, but what he has 
done. We had a member of the Sanford Fire Department in the 
hospital and I am telling you one and all, he was treated like a 
king. He got flowers and every courtesy. (Applause) 


President Shaw: 
The next thing is your vice-president. 
Mr. Fleishman, Fayetteville: 


I want to place in nomination a volunteer, Chief J. Ross Jones, 
of Fayetteville, North Carolina. 
. This nomination was seconded. . . 


Sherwood Brockwell: 


At the close of last year’s meeting, I made one of the most 
impassioned talks I ever made in a convention. I said that at 
the conclusion—watch what I say, with deference to the volunteer 
firemen of North Carolina, that at the termination of Chief Frank 
Shaw’s presidency, and Chief Palmer being elevated to the presi- 
dency, an honor second. to none on earth, I was going to put in 
nomination a man who was Chief of a Volunteer Fire Depart- 
ment. I told you at that time that all of the reel teams out 
there, all of the teams participating in your races next day, 
would be men from so-called volunteer Fire Departments. 


Now, once for all, let me say this, and if you all decide to 
ask me out after I have said it, for what I have tried to do up 
until now, forgive me, when I say that if you want to put me 
out, if you take every Department out of this house that doesn’t 
have one or more paid men in it, you wouldn’t have five delegates 
in this hall. There is no such thing as a real volunteer Depart- 
ment. So long as a man holds a damn filthy dollar bill above 
character (Holds up dollar bill) and the reward that an honest 
man gets from the gratitude of his community, then you can call 
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yourselves volunteers. Wherever you find a Department in the 
State of North Carolina that does not have a paid fireman working 
around that place somewhere, looking after the apparatus, you 
will find some man somewhere that is getting money that your 
volunteer Fire Department ought to be getting. (Applause) 


I, for one, stand before you as a volunteer fireman. I joined 
this Association in 1902 and I have been a member of this As- 
sociation for thirty-one years. During that time the City of Ra- 
leigh was gracious enough to pay me $52.62, less than my daddy 
paid me to work in his shop, to organize the third paid Department 
that was in North Carolina. Everyone are paid. Anyone that 
says I have ever been paid a nickel for my services, lies like a dog. 
I have been a member of a volunteer department as long as ninety 
per cent of you, and if any man ever says that there was ever a 
piece of money made in the United States Mint that was as much 
pay for me, for the services rendered, as what the Association 
gave me yesterday, he is a liar, and I hope to see him drop dead. 
I am a paid fireman, yet I dare a man to say that I am not a hun- 
dred per cent volunteer fireman. There is nothing personal in all 
of this. Fourteen men have spoken to me since last night at 
seven o’clock about paid Departments, and volunteer Departments. 
Every man that spoke to me was holding a paid job in a so-called 
volunteer Fire Department. I am not calling anybody names, and 
I dare say that standing in this hall today there are men holler- 
ing “volunteer, volunteer” that are making more money than Chief 
Holland and Chief Bennett, or ninety per cent of the so-called 
paid firemen in North Carolina. Let’s forget that paid and volun- 
teer business. 


I said another thing to you last year. I said that if I ever 
got the opportunity to pay it, I wouldn’t give ten cents a dozen 
for paid firemen. That is exactly the same spirit that permeated 
the heart and soul of James D. McNeill. He was a volunteer 
member of the Fayetteville Fire Department. (Applause) 


Now, you have a man in this house that has consistenly year 
in and year out taken the whole, and propounded the virtues of 
the so-called volunteer Fire Departments. And, if you go down 
into the archives of this Association, I challenge any man to pro- 
duce a more hundred per cent volunteer man that Chief Long of 
Graham, North Carolina. (Applause) I am nominating him as 
first vice-president of this Association. He holds every tradition 
of a fireman, whether a so-called volunteer fireman, or a paid fire- 
man, and I present to you the name of Dr. William S. Long, of 
Graham, North Carolina. 


Chief Jones, Fayetteville: 
I second that nomination, and move that the nominations be 
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closed. 
Mr. Fleishman, Fayetteville: 


I made a nomination a while ago, for first vice-president, and 
it was duly seconded. 

. The motion that the nominations be closed was second- 
ed, and carried. . . 
President Shaw: 

The nominations are for Chief Ross Jones, of Fayetteville, 
and Dr. Long of Graham, as first vice-president of your Associa- 
tion. 

Chief Jones, Fayetteville: 


Just an answer to a friend, and the North Carolina State Fire- 
men’s Association—Jones, of Fayetteville—I want to tell you that 
I have never drawn a nickel from any job I ever held on the Fire 
Department, but I want to withdraw, with the consent of my 
second, and the man who made the motion, and I want to get 
Dr. Long in as the first vice-president of the North Carolina State 
Firemen’s Association. (Tremendous Applause) I am withdraw- 
ing with the consent of my second, or motion, whatever it was. 


Secretary Miller: 


There have been two nominations placed before this house by 
friends of the nominees, Dr. Long of Graham, and Chief J. Ross 
Jones, of Fayetteville. In behalf of Chief Jones of Fayetteville, 
he has asked the man who made the motion, that his name be with- 
drawn in favor of Dr. Long. That leaves one nomination, Dr. 
Long. 


Chief Jones, Fayetteville: 


I move that the Secretary be instructed to cast the unani- 
mous ballot for Dr. Long as first vice- presen 
. This was seconded. 


Secretary Miller: 


It gives me great pleasure to cast the ballot of the entire As- 


sociation for Dr. Long, as your first vice-president for the ensuing 
year. 


Voices: Dr. Long! Dr. Long! 
Dr. Long: 


Members of the North Carolna State Firemen’s Association: 
My heart is overflowing. First, I want to thank Brother Jones 
for his kindness, and I want to see him in person. Second, I 
have served and tried to be a faithful member for thirty-one 
years, in this organization, in my home town. I have tried to 
make that one of the best organizations for service of any small 
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town in the State. We have the record of being a good set of 
firefighters. I have had numerous letters from Insurance Com- 
panies about the fact that they don’t pay much in our town for 
losses. We get a whole lot of exercise in the suburbs, and in oth- 
er towns that don’t have the equipment that we have. I lay all 
the glory to the boys. They never have failed me. They always 
go at night, any time, anywhere. The only thing I have to do is 
try and hold them back. Now, when we speak about firemen, we 
speak about the bravery of our boys. IT would like, if you will ex- 
cuse me, to relate a few incidents I have had, in the life of a fire- 
man. Once in our town lightning struck a transformer and the 
fuse hit a high tension light wire. This set thirty-nine of the 
biggest houses on fire, beautiful homes, most of the owners off on 
vacations, mountains, or some summer resort, and no one was at 
home. There was a terrible storm, something like no man’s land 
in France. You are bound to be scared, but still you can’t run, 
and you have to stay in it. We got into that fire and I noticed 
one of those poor fellows, not well clad, with a family, climb a 
pole to cut a live wire. I don’t know whether he had a knife in 
his hand, or what. I said, “Ben, you can’t do it. You will be 
electrocuted.” He immediately replied, “I ean’t help it. I am 
going to save the lives of others.” That was a hero, a diamond 
in the rough. That is what we are for. You know the great 
Book says that he who striveth to save his own life shall lose it, 
but he that loses his life for my sake, shall gain it. That is one 
of our mottos. If you lose your life trying to save somebody 
else’s life—that is a great consolation to a fireman. We save 
others. I thoroughly believe that there is as much Christianity 
in the Firemen’s Association as any organization that we have. 
We have our secret orders, and all of that brotherly love stuff. 
It doesn’t go as far as the fireman. I am happy to be honored 
as one of your officers. It is something that I never strived for, 
but I thank you, one and all. I will be glad to see you at any 
time that you are in my home town, or anywhere else. You are 
all friends to me, and I will try to be a friend to you. (Applause) 


President Shaw: 


The next is your second vice-president. 


Mr. R. C. Whitley: 

Mr. Jones, of Fayetteville, has shown the ability and love of 
a fireman by the act he did just now by declining to run against 
our old friend and comrade, Dr. Long, of Graham, as first vice- 
president; and, I want to place him in nomination for second vice- 
president—Mr. J. Ross Jones, of Fayetteville. 
Mr. Fleishman, Fayetteville: 


I second the nomination, and move that the nominations be

... This motion was seconded and carried. . . 
Voices: Speech! Speech! 


All of you men down there know me. (Holds up his hand) 
I am a three-fingered fellow, from Fayetteville, and anytime, any- 
where I can do you a favor, let me know. 


President Shaw: 
The next is your third vice-president. 
Mr. Davis, Morehead City: 


I have a man that is fully qualified, and all of you know 
him, and love him. Those of you, if you haven’t met him, when 
you do, you will love him. He is an active fireman. I am going 
to place in nomination, Joyner of Farmville. 

... This was seconded... 


Chief Hobson, Winston-Salem: 


I move that the nominations be closed. 
... This was seconded and carried... 


President Shaw: 


The next is your Secretary. 
Chief Hobson: 


I move that John L. Miller be unanimously elected Secretary 
of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association. (Applause) 
. . . This was seconded and carried, by a rising vote. . . 
Voices: Speech! Speech! 

Secretary Miller: 


Last June, the 25th, closed my twenty-five years in service 
for the firemen of North Carolina. This being the twenty-sixth 
year that you have elected me, I want to thank you. (Tremendous 
applause) 

President Shaw: 


Next is the nomination of your Treasurer. 
Mr. R. C. Whitley: 


Thirty-seven years ago there was born in this grand old State, 
a man whom I have been associated with for years and years, 
and whom has served with me on the Executive Committee, and 
a man to whom I look for counsel. He is a man whom I think 
has already given to the North Carolina State Firemen’s Asso- 
ciation of his time and his money. I think that there could be 
none other whom we could get who would beat him as Treasurer 
of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association. He is a suc- 
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cessful business man. He has proved through all these years, 
through all this depression through which we have gone, and 
therefore, I place in nomination none other than Charles C. Harris, 
of Rocky Mount. (Applause) 

Voice: I move that the nominations be closed. 


Mr. John Lewis, Statesville: 


We have a man who has been in the Fire Department for 
twenty-four years, a man who lives in Salisbury—Joe Kesler. 
Since that time he has served as Secretary of his Department 
for twenty-four years, and he has rendered service to the Salis- 
bury Department. I have never attended a convention that Joe 
Kesler hasn’t been there. He has served as Treasurer of this 
great county of Rowan for a term of six years, and he has served 
as a member of the Legislature from this county, for two terms. 
I think if a man ever was fitted to hold this great office of Treas- 
urer of this Association, that man is Joe Kesler. It gives me 
great pleasure to place him in nomination. 


Mr. Clark: 


I second the nomination. 
Chief Hobson, Winston-Salem: 

I want to place in nomination a man who needs no introduc- 
tion here, who has been president of the North Carolina State 
Firemen’s Association, and everything went well. I don’t be- 
lieve there is a more interested man in the State Firemen’s Asso- 
ciation of North Carolina, than A. B. Horney, of High Point, and 
it gives me great pleasure to place him in nomination for Treas- 
urer. 


Mr. Dellinger: 


I move that the nominations be closed. 


Mr. Hood, of Southport: 

I have known Charlie Harris for a long time, and I would 
appreciate it if you would give him a good vote. 

... It was seconded and carried, that the nominations be 
closed... 

Secretary Miller: 

I trust that in fairness to the officers of this Association 
and in fairness to the nominees placed in nomination for the 
Treasurer of this organization, and in fairness to the member- 
ship of this convention, that you absolutely require everyone to 
sit down and have absolute quiet. I further suggest that each 
nominee, his friend, appoint a teller in his behalf and have him 
to come up here. 

... Harris appoints R. C. Whitley. Horney appoints Chief 
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Taylor, Kannapolis. Dr. Miller, Albemarle, for Kesler. 
... The Credentials Committee assist, also, as the Secretary 


calls the roll... 
Secretary Miller: 


I knew when Charlie Schnibben was killed that it would be 
a contest at this convention to elect his successor. I made every 
effort possible by sending out, when I didn’t get responses from 
the first credential blanks that I sent out—I sent out the second 
batch so that I might have them in my office to make this report 
as fair as I could, so I would have it in shape to call the roll cor- 
rectly at this convention. I have spent more time on this roll 
eall than any roll call I have prepared in the last twenty-five 
years. I did it from a sense of duty. I did it because I wanted 
to be fair to everybody. I did it so that no injustice could be 
done any man. I am sorry if there are some Departments here 
this morning represneted who do not have their credential blanks 
in, and who are not recorded on this roll call. I can’t help that. 
We have tried to do it as well as we could, and I have been assist- 
ed yesterday on this Credentials Committee by these able men 
you see here. I furnished them a copy of this roll call, and I 
have got their checks on each one of these copies. Last night 
we took the time to go over these lists I called mine, and they 
called their checks, and we verified these three roll calls. That 
is all that we could do and there is going to be some unpleasant- 
ness here this morning, I see it. But, I want to say to you that 
I do not desire this Committee nor your Secretary to have your 
censure for anything that appears beyond our control. I want 
these men to assist me, and it will only be called as per the 
record made here yesterday. I say that in kindness, I don’t mean 
to be dictorial. This wasn’t intended for that purpose, but only 
to show that we tried to do our duty, and did our best to have 
a fair and impartial election as nearly as possible. 


Mr. John Lewis: 
What about the alternates? 
Secretary Miller: 


We have two alternates for each Company. 

. .. On the first roll call Harris had 114 and 2/3, Horney, 
117 and 2/3, and Kesler 63 and 2/3. ; 

. . . Second roll call—Harris and Horney... 


Chief Palmer: 


Men, you are about to elect a new Treasurer here today. I 
want to say a little something. Each one of these three men 
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would have made you a good Treasurer for your Association. 
They are men who are capable of holding any office in this Asso- 
ciation. There is one thing that I want to bring before the Exe- 
cutive Committee at the appropriate time, and that is this. I have 
always thought that the President of this Association should not 
hold office but one year. I belong to a secret order, one of the 
largest in the country. I belong to the International Association 
of Fire Chiefs. I would like to have a constitutional amendment 
so that the President of this Association will hold office for a 
term of one year, only. (Applause) 


Mr. R. C. Whitley: 


We are now ready to report, Harris 141 and 1/2, and Horney 
142 and 1/2. (Applause) 


Sherwood Brockwell: 


There just happened in this house one of the most magnani- 
mous acts I have ever seen. By a ruling of this Association, 
made today, Mr. Horney, who could not have voted, and Mr. 
Harris, who, by that ruling, could have voted, and thrown that 
back to a tie; had Mr. Harris done what he had a legal right, but 
what he believes he has not a moral right, had he voted, Mr. 
Harris, himself, you would have had another vote in this house 
to have broken that tie. Charlie Harris refused to vote, and by 
that magnanimous act, Mr. Horney is Treasurer of this Associa- 
tion. In saying that, I think you have one of the most wonderful 
Treasurers that could possibly get, and you have the full sup- 
port of Mr. Harris. He accepts defeat, rather than do the un- 
ehtical thing, vote for himself. As Statistician, he is the world’s 
best—Charlie C. Harris! (Applause) 

Voices: Speech! Speech! 


Charlie C. Harris: 


Gentlemen: I want to congratulate you on the election of 
Mr. Horney as Treasurer. From the bottom of my heart, I ap- 
preciate the honor that has been conferred on me during the last 
seven and one-half years. I am a fireman, and a fireman from 
the bottom of my feet to the top of my head, and I thank God 
that through this old body there courses a blood that creates a 
desire to serve. I want to do what the members of this Associa- 
tion want me to do. I live, and I hope to die, a fireman. I want 
to move you, sir, that we make the election for the Treasurer 
of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Associatiou unanimous, 


favor of Mr. Horney. 
Chief J. Ross Jones: 


I second that motion. 
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... This was carried. .. 
Charlie C. Harris: 


May I thank my good friends that supported me in this, and 
say that I thank you from the bottom of my heart? (Applause) 


Chief Bennett: 

I would like to offer to this convention, that we show our 
appreciation of Mr. Harris’ past work as Statistician of this As- 
sociation by unanimously re-electing him to that office. 

... This was seconded and carried, by a rising vote, followed 
by tremendous applause. . . 


Charlie C. Harris: 
I thank you boys, I thank you! 
President Shaw: 


We will have the report of the Courtesy Committee. 
Sherwood Brockwell: 

You all know that this has been, without doubt, the most 
hectic meeting this Association ever had in my memory. I am 
Chairman of the Resolutions Committee, and if you will accept 
the report orally, and then get a type-written copy of the resolu- 
tions of thanks, I will be glad. 


First of all I want to thank the citizens of Salisbury for the 
wonderful hospitality shown while we have been here. I want 
to thank the President of the Ministerial Association, want to 
thank the ladies of the city for the fine things they have done for 
our ladies here. And especially do I want to thank Chief W. A. 
Brown, and Assistant Chief Burkett, and Kesler, who have done 
the major portion of the work to make our stay in Salisbury a 
pleasant one. I want to extend a vote of thanks to every man, 
woman and child who has contributed in any way to make the 
Salisbury convention of 1933 one, if not’ the best convention we 
have yet attended. I also want to thank the theater owners, the 
Publix-Kincey Company, for the use of their theater. I want to 
thank the Charlotte Glee Club and Chief Hendrix Palmer for 
their services. I want to thank the Greensboro Fire Department 
for furnishing the State Association a band, and again thank all 
who have made this a wonderful convention. I want to thank the 
city of Salisbury, and I hope that the time will not be long un- 


til we return to this capital of Rowan, and with that, God speed. 
I thank you. 


President Shaw: 


The next is the meeting place of our convention. Are there 
any invitations at this time? (Pause) If not, the selection 
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will be left to your Executive Committee. 
Secretary Miller: 


I want to make one statement here. Before I pass away I 
hope that in some year we can find some place out on the coast 
where we can have a meeting and do nothing else down there 
but meet the boys, sit down and talk, and enjoy ourselves down 
in the sticks on the coast, for one week, or four days. There 
is more in going through life than bustle, and work. It is a 
great bunch, and we should rub elbow to elbow with our friends. 
The time has come in the minds of the Executive Committee, if 
we don’t receive some invitation from some town for the next 
convention, that we may go to the coast, or to the west, where 
we can get accommodations, and enjoy four days of genuine hap- 
piness in knowing and meeting each other. That is in the minds 
of some of the Executive Committee who will pass upon this. 
If you gentlemen have got anything in your minds about this se- 
lection of a meeting place, we would like for you to suggest 
something. It is going to be hard, if nobody invites us, to select 
a place. That is one of the things that the Executive Committee 
will have to do for you. 


Chief J. Ross Jones: 


I think it would be in order for the convention to go on record 
as asking the Salisbury Evening Post to apologize to us, or we 
will apologize to them—here in this Evening Post they have it 
that Chief Hendrix Shaw, of Charlotte, was elected President of 
the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association. 


President Shaw: 


This brings my task to a close. I want to say to you that I 
feel far short of what this Association should have had, and say 
that whatever I have done I have done with every energy I had, 
from the bottom of my heart. I again want to thank each and 
every one of you for honoring me with this great office. As I 
said before, it was the highest office you could give to a fireman, 
and I have received that. God knows there is no other office that 
I could appreciate being president of, as I do being president of 
the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association. I want you to 
rest assured that when I turn this gavel over to my good friend, 
Hendrix Palmer, your next president of this Association, I hope 
he will have the same co-operation that I have had in the past. 
I will keep the same interest that I have had so long as there is 
breath left in me. You showed good judgment in selecting Hen- 
drix Palmer as your leader, a man who is near and dear to us. I 
now hand the gavel to Chief Palmer, of Charlotte, who will be 
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your president for the coming year. (Tremendous applause. The 
audience rises.) 


Chief Palmer, Charlotte: 


Gentlemen, I thank you this morning for electing me as presi- 
dent of this Association. If I am a little hard on you, like I am 
on some of the boys at home, sometime, telling you I want you to 
sit down, it will be because I love you, and we want to get some- 
thing done. We might have a Sergeant-at-Arms put at the door 
to keep you boys from wandering around. Chief Brown wants 
to say a few words. 


Chief W. A. Brown: 


I want to state again, as I did yesterday, that we appreciate 
the way you boys have acted since you have been here. Nobody 
in the world knows how much we appreciate it. So far, in Salis- 
bury, we haven’t had a criticism. I hope that will be carried out 
at the next conventions. Let’s make it a habit.

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An Act to Incorporate the North Carolina 


State Firemen’s Association 


Be it Enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in Gen- 
eral Assembly Convened: 


Section 1. That C. D. Benbow, J. G. Fowler, H. J. Elam, A. T. 
Boyd, C. F. Thomas, J. R. Donnell, Charles Whittington and S. D. 
Wilson, of Greensboro; J. D. McNeill, of Fayetteville; J. T. Thack- 
er, W. F. Keith, S. A. Sink, C. D. Snipes, F. H. Vogler, F. C. 
Meinung, of Winston-Salem;. E. B. Englehard, T. W. Blake, F. H. 
Lumsden and F. Brannon, of Raleigh; H. E. Heartt, of Durham; 
J. B. Swinson, of Charlotte, and such other persons as are asso- 
ciated with them, and their successors be, and they hereby are con- 
stiuted a body politic and corporate by the name of the North 
Carolina State Firemen’s Association, and may by that name sue 
and be sued and prosecute and defend suits in all courts in the 
State and may have and use a common seal, and alter the same 
at pleasure. May take contracts and be capable in law of pur- 
chasing, holding and conveyting any real or personal estate for the 
benefit: of said Association or corporation, provided, the said cor- 
poration shall not any time hold real or personal state of greater 
amount than ten thousand ($10,000) dollars. 


Section 2. The purpose for which said Association is organ- 
ized is: The protection and promotion of the best interests of 
the firemen of North Carolina, the compilation of fire statistics, 
the collection of information concerning the practical workings of 
different systems of organizations, the examination and inquiries 
concerning the merits of the different kinds of apparatus in use 
and the improvements in the same, the cultivation of a fraternal 
fellowship between the different companies of the State. 


Section 3. Said Association or corporation shall have power to 
appoint officers, hold meetings, adopt Constitution and enact such 
By-Laws in such manner as their Constitution may prescribe, and 
make such rules and regulations as may be necessary to carry into 
effect the objects and aims of the Association; provided, that such 
Constitution and By-Laws, rules and regulations be not repugnant 
to the Constitution of the State and of the United States. 


Section 4. That this act shall be in force from and after its 


ratification.

PREAMBLE 


We, the members of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Asso- 
ciation, in order to form a more perfect organization, establish har- 
mony of action, insure prosperity and promote the best interests 
of the Firemen of North Carolina, and compile statistics of infor- 
mation concerning the practical working of various systems and 
the merits of the different apparatus in use for the extinguishing 
of fires, also the cultivation of fraternal fellowship between the 
several Fire Departments of the State do, here establish the fol- 


lowing Constitution and By-Laws. 


STATE FIREMEN’S ASSOCIATION 114 


RULES OF ORDER 


1. The presiding officer shall preserve order and decorum; all 
questions of order shall be decided by him, subject to an appeal of 
the Association. 


2. Every member when he speaks shall rise, standing in his 
place, addressing the presiding officer, and shall omit personalities 
and confine himself to the questions under debate. 


38. When two or more members shall rise at once, the presid- 
ing officer shali name the one who shall speak first. 


4. A member when called to order shall immediately sit down 
unless permitted to explain by the Chair. If there be no appeal, 
the decision shall be conclusive. 


5. Every delegate shall vote, unless excused by the Associa- 

tion, but no delegate shall vote on any question in which he shall 
have a direct individual or pecuniary interest, and the President 
shall only vote in case of a tie. 


6. The ayes and nays shall be taken and entered upon the 
minutes of the Association, if required by three delegates. 


7. All business not provided for in these By-Laws shall be 
transacted according to the parliamentary rules that govern delib- 
erate bodies. No less than the representative of five companies 
shall constitute a quorum. 
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FIREMEN’S RELIEF FUND 


ARTICLE 1—STATE APPROPRIATIONS 


6056—Annual Appropriation 


The sum of two thousand five hundred dollars is hereby ap- 
propriated annually and shall constiute a “Firemen’s Relief Fund.” 


6057—Payment by State Treasurer. 

The treasurer of the state shall pay the amount constituting 
the firemen’s relief fund on the warrant of the auditor, one-fourth 
to the treasurer of the North Carolina State Volunteer Firemen’s 
Association, properly chartered by law, and three-fourths to the 
treasurer of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association. The 
treasurer of the North Carolina State Volunteer Firemen’s Asso- 
ciation shall give bond, and the Association shall disburse the 
funds in the same manner and under the same rules as the North 
Carolina State Firemen’s Association. 


6058—A pplication of Fund 


The money so paid into the hands of the treasurer of the North 
Carolina State Firemen’s Association shall be known and remain 
as the “Firemen‘s Relief Fund” of North Carolina, and shall be 
used as a fund for the relief of firemen, members of such associa- 
tion, who may be injured or rendered sick by disease contracted in 
the actual discharge of duty as firemen, and for the relief of 
widows, children, and if there be no widow or children, then de- 
pendent mothers of such firemen killed or dying from disease so 
contracted in such discharge of duty; to be paid in such manner 
and in such sums to such individuals of the classes herein named 
and described as may be provided for and determined upon in ac- 
cordance with the constitution and by-laws of said association, and 
such provisions and determinations made pursuant to said consti- 
tution and by-laws shall be final and conclusive as to the persons 
entitled to benefits and as to the amount of benefit to be received, 
and no action at law shall be maintained against said Association 
to enforce any claim or recover any benefit under this article or 
under the constitution and by-laws of said Association; but if any 
officer or commitee of said Association omit or refuse to perform 
any duty imposed upon him or them, nothing herein contained shall 
be construed to prevent any proceedings against said officer or 
committee, to compel him or them to perform such duty. No 
fireman shall be entitled to receive any benefit under this section 
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until the Firemen’s Relief Fund of this city or town shall have been 
exhausted. 


6059—Treasurer to File Report and Give Bond 


The Treasurer of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Associa- 
tion shall make a detailed report to the state treasurer of the year- 
ly expenditures of the appropriation under this chapter on or be- 
fore the end of the fiscal year, showing the total amount of money 
in his hands at the time of the filing of the report, and shall give 
a bond to the State of North Carolina with good and sufficient 
sureties to the satisfaction of the treasurer of the State of North 
Carolina in a sum not less than the amount of money on hand 
as shown by said report. 


6060—Who Shall Participate in the Fund 
The line of duty entitling one to participate in the fund shall 
be so construed as to mean actual fire duty only, and any actual 
duty connected with the fire department when directed to perform 
the same by an officer in charge. 


6061—Who May Become Members 

Any organized Fire Company in North Carolina, holding itself 
ready for duty may, upon compliance with the requirements of said 
constitution and by-laws become a member of the North Carolina 
State Firemen’s Association, and any firemen of good moral char- 
acter in North Carolina, and belonging to an organized fire com- 
pany who will comply with the requirements of the constitution 
and by-laws of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association 
may become a member of said association. 

6062—Applied to Members of Regular Fire Company 

The provisions of this chapter shall apply to any fireman who 
is a member of a regularly organized fire company, and is a mem- 
ber in good standing of the North Carolina State Fremen’s Asso- 
ciation. 


ARTICLE 2—FUND DERIVED FROM FIRE INSURANCE 
COMPANIES 


6063—Fire Insurance Companies to Report Premiums Collected. 

Every fire insurance company, corporation or association 
doing business in any town or city in North Carolina that 
has, or may hereafter have, a regularly organized fire de- . 
partment under the control of the mayor and city council or other 
governing body of said town or city, and which has in serviceable 
condition for fire duty apparatus and equipment amounting in 
value to one thousand dollars or more and which enforces the fire 
laws to the satisfaction of the insurance commissioner shall return 
to the insurance commissioner of the state of North Carolina a 
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just and true account of all premiums collected and received from 
all fire insurance business done within the corporate limits of 


such towns and cities during year ending December thirty-first, or 
such portion thereof as they may have transacted such business 
in such towns and cities. Such companies, corporations, or as- 
sociations shall make said returns within sixty days from and af- 
ter the thirty-first day of December of each year. 


6064—Tax on Receipts For Premiums 


Every fire insurance company, corporation or association as 
aforesaid shall, within seventy-five days from December thirty- 
first of each year, deliver and pay to the state insurance commis- 
sioner the sum of fifty cents out of and from every one hundred 
dollars, and at that rate, upon the amount of all premiums written 
on fire and lightning policies covering property situated within 
the corporated limits of such towns and cities during the year 
ending December thirty-first in each year, or for such portion of 
each year as said company, corporation, or association shall have 
done business in said towns and cities. 
6065—Insurance Commissioner to Investigate Returns and Collect 


Tax 


Every such company, corporation, or association shall make 
accurate returns of all business done, both on fire and lightning 
insurance, covering property situated within the limits of such 
towns and cities; and in case any fraud, misrepresentation, or mis- 
take of any returns, as provided for in this article, be apparent, 
it shall be the duty of the insurance commissioner to investigate 
such returns and collect the amount which he shall find to be 
due. 

6066—Penalty For Failure to Pay Tax 


Every fire insurance company, association, or corporation 
aforesaid which shall knowingly or wilfully fail or neglect to re- 
port or pay over any of the money due on premiums as afore- 
said, at the times and in the manner specified in this article, or 
shall be found upon examination to have made a false return of 
businesss done by them, shall for each offense forfeit and pay the 
sum of three hundred dollars for the use and benefit of the fire 
department of such town or city, to be recovered in a civil action 
in the name of the town or city. 


6067—Insurance Commissioner to Pay Fund to Treasurer 


The insurance commissioner shall deduct the sum of five per 
cent from the money so collected from the insurance companies, 
corporations, or associations, as aforesaid, and pay the same over 
to the treasurer of the State Firemen’s Association for general. 
purposes and the remainder of the money so collected from the 
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insurance companies, corporations, or associations, as aforesaid, 
doing business in the several towns and cities in the state having, 
or that may hereafter have organized fire department as provided 
in this article, said insurance commissioner shall pay to the treas- 
urer of each town or city to be held by him as a separate and dis- 
tinet fund, and he shall immediately pay the same to the treasurer 
of the local board of trustees upon his election and qualification, 
for the use of the board of trustees of the firemen’s local relief 
fund in each town or city, composed of five members, residents of 
said city or town as hereinafter provided for, to be used by them 
for the purpose as named in section 6069. - 


6068—Trustees Appointed; Organization 


In each town or city complying with and deriving benefits from 
the provisions of this article there shall be appointed annually in 
January, a local board of trustees, known as the trustees of the 
firemen’s relief fund, to be composed of five members, two of 
whom shall be named by the members of the local fire department, 
two by the mayor and board of aldermen or other local governing 
body, the remaining member by the State insurance commissioner, 
all to hold office for two years or until their successors are ap- 
pointed, and to serve without pay for their service. They shall 
immediately after appointment organize by electing from their 
members a chairman and a secretary and treasurer, which two last 
positions may be held by the same person. The treasurer of said 
board of trustees shall give a good and sufficient bond in a sum 
equal to the amount of moneys in his hands, to be approved by the 
insurance commissioner, for the faithful and proper discharge of 
the duties of his office. 


6069—Disbursement of Fund By Trustees 


The board of trustees shall have entire control of the funds 
derived from the provisions of this article, and shall disburse the 
funds only for the following purposes: 

1. To safeguard any fireman in active service from financial 
loss occasioned by sickness contracted or injury received while in 
the performance of his duties as a fireman. 

2. To provide a reasonable support for those actually de- 
pendent upon the services of any fireman who may lose his life in 
the fire service of his town, city or state, either by accident or 
from disease contracted or injury received by reason of such ser- 
vice. The amount is to be determined according to the earning 
capacity of the deceased. 

3. To safeguard any fireman who has honorably served for a 
period of five years in the fire service of this city or town from 
ever becoming an inmate of any almshouse or actually dependent 


upon charity. 
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4. To provide for the payment of any fireman’s assessment 
in the Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund of the State of North 
Carolina, if the board of trustees find as a fact that said fireman 
is unable to pay the said assessment by reason of disability. 
6070—Trustees to Keep Account and File Report; Effect of Failure 

The board of trustees.shall keep a correct account of all 
moneys received and disbursed by them, and shall at the annual 
meeting of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association render 
an itemized statement of the same, for publication in the annual 
report, a copy of which report shall be made annually to the state 
insurance commissioner; and in case any board of trustees in any 
of the towns and cities benefitted by this article shall neglect or 
fail to perform their duties, or shall willfully misappropriate the 
funds entrusted to their care, or shall neglect or fail to report at 
the annual meeting at the state association, then the insurance 
commissioner shall withhold any and all further payments to said 
board of trustees, or their successors, until the matter has been 
fully investigated by an official of the State Firemen’s Associa- 
tion, and adjusted to the satisfaction of the state insurance com- 
missioner. Should such payments be unadjusted for a period of 
fifteen months from the time when such payments would other- 
wise have been made then the insurance commissioner shall pay 
over the said amount to the treasurer of the North Carolina State 
Firemen’s Association and shall constitute a part of the firemen’s 
relief fund. 


6071—Municipal Clerk to Certify List of Fire Companies; Effect 
of Failure 

The clerk of any city, town or village or other municipal cor- 
poration having an organized fire department shall, on or before 
the 31st day of October in each year, make and file with the in- 
surance commissioner his certificate, stating the existence of such 
department, the number of steam, hand or other engines, hook and 
ladder trucks and hose carts in actual use, the number of organ- 
ized companies, and the system of water supply in use for such 
departments, together with such other facts as the insurance com- 
missioner may require, on a blank to be furnished by him. If the 
certificate required by this section is not filed with the insurance 
commissioner on or before October thirty-first in any year, the 
city, town or village so failing to file such certificate shall forfeit 
the payment next due to be paid to said board of trustees, and the 
insurance commissioner shall pay over said amount to the treas- 
urer of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association and same 
shall constitute a part of the firemen’s relief fund. 


6072—Fire Departments To Be Members of State Association And 
Send Delegate To Meeting 


For the purpose of supervision and as guaranty that the pro- 
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visions of this article shall be honestly administered in a business 
like manner, it is provided that every department enjoying the 
benefits of this law shall be a member of the North Carolina State 
Firemen’s Association, send at least one accredited delegate to the 
annual meeting of said association and comply with its constitu- 
tion and by-laws. If the fire department of any city, town or vil- 
lage shall fail to send at least one delegate to the annual meeting 
of the State Firemen’s Association and otherwise fails to comply 
with the constitution and by-laws of said Association said city, 
town or village shall forfeit its right to the next annual payment 
due from the funds mentioned in this article, and the insurance 
commissioner shall pay over said amount to the treasurer of the 
North Carolina State Firemen’s Association and same. shall con- 
stitute a part of the firemen’s relief fund: Provided, however, that 
the failure of any department to have a delegate or representative 
present at the annual meeting of the association shall not have 
such effect if in the opinion of a majority of the Executive Com- 
mittee of said association such delegate or representative had a 
valid excuse for his failure so to attend. 


6073—No Discrimination on Account of Color 

Inasmuch as there are in a number of towns and cities of this 
state fire companies composed exclusively of colored men, it is ex- 
pressly provided that the local board of trustees shall make no 
discrimination on account of color in the payment of benefits. The 
treasurer of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association shall 
pay to the treasurer of the North Carolina State Volunteer Fire- 
men’s Association one-sixth of the funds arising from the five per 
cent. paid him by the insurance commissioner each year, to be used 
by said North Carolina State Volunteer Firemen’s Association for 
general purposes. 

Section 2. That all laws and clauses of laws in conflict with 
the provisions of this act are hereby repealed. 

Section 3. That this act shall be in force and effect from and 
after its ratification. 


In the General Assembly, read three times and ratified, this 
21st day of February, 1925. 


AN ACT TO AMEND SECTION 6063 OF THE CONSOLIDATED 
STATUTES RELATING TO THE FIREMEN’S RELIEF FUND. 


The General Assembly of North Carolina do enact: 

Section 1. That section six thousand sixty-three of the 
Consolidated Statutes be amended by striking out the word 
“fncorporated” in line two (2) thereof, after the word “any” and 
before the word “town”.

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CONSTITUTION 


Article I 


Section 1. This organization shall be known as the North 
Carolina State Firemen’s Association. 


Article II 
Section 1. The officers of this Association shall consist of a 
President, Vice-President, Secretary, Treasurer and Statistician, 
and they shall constitute the Executive Committee and will hold 
their respective offices for one year, or until their successors shall 
be elected and qualified. Each officer of the Association shall 
have one vote on all questions coming before the Association: 


Article III 


Section 1. The members of the Association shall consist of the 
several Chiefs and Assistant Chiefs of the Fire Departments, Fire 
Marshals, Superintendents of Fire Alarm, Superintendents of 
Waterworks, Buildings and Electric Inspectors, and each regular 
organized Fire Company in the several Fire Departments of the 
State; said persons and companies complying with the provisions 
of the Constitution and By-Laws of this Association, and all in- 
vidual members of such fire companies, who comply with the pro- 
visions of the Constitution and By-Laws of this Association, shall, 
also, by virtue of their membership of such companies, be members 
of this Association for the purpose of participating in the benefits 
of this Association, and the funds disbursed by it, so long as said 
company remains a member of the Association, and no longer. 
But should any member fail to pay his per capita tax, when called 
for, and in accordance with the By-Laws of the Association he 
shall be debarred from the privileges of this Association. 


Section 2. Any member injured or made sick by disease con- 
tracted in the actual discharge of his duty as a Fireman, shall 
be entitled to the benefits from the “Firemen’s Relief Fund” of 
this Association, as set forth and contained in the By-Laws of 
said Association; and should death result from such injury or 
sickness the widow, if any, of such deceased fireman shall receive 
such an amount and for such purposes as is set forth and con- 
tained in the By-Laws of this Association, and in case there is 
no widow, then the company of which such deceased fireman was 
a member shall receive such an amount and for such purposes 
as is set forth and contained in the By-Laws of this Association. 


Section 8. Every person or company eligible and desiring to 
become a member of this Association shall make application to 
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the Secretary, and at the same time pay to him the prescribed 
membership fee, and thereupon, if such applicant or company be 
eligible he or such company shall become a member of this Asso- 
ciation. 


Section 4. All companies represented in this Association must 
be in full accord and in good standing in the Fire Department of 
the city, town or village where they are located, and if at any 


time they are not so, they shall forfeit all rights to membership 
in this Association, and companies that do not affiliate with the 
fire department of the city, town or village where they are located 
shall not be entitled to membership in this Association. 


Article IV 
Section 1. The annual meetings of the Association shall be 
held at such place as the Association shall select, if said Associa- 
tion selects such place, and if not, then the Executive Committee 
shall select the time of holding all annual meetings of the Asso- 
ciation. 


Section 2. A failure to hold any annual meeting at the time 
designated in the Constitution shall in no wise make a dissolution 
of the Association. 


Section 3. The Executive Committee shall meet at such time 
and place as they may decide, on a call of the President or a 
majority of said Committee. 


Article V 


Section 1. If any vacancy shall occur by reason of death, 
resignation or otherwise of any of the officers of this Association, 
such vacancy shall be filled by the Executive Committee for the 
unexpired term for which said officer was elected. 


Article VI 


Section 1. This Association shall have the power to alter, 
amend, repeal or revise this Constitution and the By-Laws by a 
two-thirds vote of the members of the Association present entitled 
to vote; provided the proposed amendment shall have been sub- 
mitted in writing at a previous meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee.

By-Laws 


DUTIES OF OFFICERS 


Article I 


Section 1. It shall be the duty of the President to preside 
over the meetings of the Association and to counter-sign all orders, 
warrants or vouchers duly granted by the Association, Executive 
Committee or other officer of the Association. He shall receive 
$250.00 compensation as annual salary, to be paid quarterly by 
warrant on the Treasurer issued by the Secretary and counter- 
signed by the President. 


Section 2. It shall be the duty of the Vice-President to per- 
form all the duties of the President in his absence. 


Section 8. It shall be the duty of the Secretary to keep a com- 
plete record of all the proceedings of the Association; to receive 
and answer all communications pertaining to the Association; to 
keep a roster of the names of the different companies composing 
the Association and the individual members thereof; to collect the 
membership fee and the per capita tax, and to pay the same over 
to the Treasurer, taking his receipt therefor; and to issue all 
warrants and vouchers for the payment of all moneys expended 
by the Association or any o*‘icer thereof. He shall execute a 
bond in the sum of One Thousand Dollars to this Association for 
security of all funds in his hands to be approved by and filed 
with the President. All property, books and records in the hands 
of the Secretary, are and shall remain the property of the North 
Carolina State Firemen’s Association. He shall receive $600.00 
compensation as annual salary, to be paid quarterly by warrant 
on Treasurer, issued by the Secretary and counter-signed by the 
President. 


Section 4. The Treasurer shall receive all moneys collected 
by the Secretary and give a receipt to him for the same; to collect 
and receive annually from the State Treasurer the amount appro- 
priated by the Legislature for the Firemen’s Relief Fund; to col- 
lect and receive from the Insurance Commissioner the five per cent 
of the money collected from the Insurance Companies as prescribed 
by law in Section 6067 of the Consolidated Statutes of North Caro- 
lina. He shall disburse no moneys except on order issued by the 
Secretary and counter-signed by the President. At the annual 
meetings of the Association he shall make a full report of all the 
moneys received and disbursed by him. He shall execute a bond 
to the State of North Carolina as prescribed by law, which bond 
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shall be approved by and filed with the Treasurer of the State of 
North Carolina, and shall make a detailed report of the said Treas- 
urer of the State of North Carolina of the yearly expenditures of 
the Firemen’s Relief Fund. He shall, also, execute a bond in 
the sum of Seven Thousand Five Hundred Dollars to this Associa- 
tion for the security of the General Fund, to be approved by the 
President and filed with the Secretary of this Association. All 
property, books and records in the hands of the Treasurer are, and 
shall remain the property of the North Carolina State Firemen’s 
Association. He shall receive $200.00 compensation as annual 
salary, to be paid quarterly by warrant on the Treasurer issued 
by the Secretary and counter-signed by the President. 

Section 5. It shall be the duty of the Statistician to correctly 
compile the statistics of each village and city in the State of all 
matters pertaining to the fire service, annually correcting the 
previous reports, which shall include everything of interest to our 
firemen, and to be so arranged as to be comprehensive in every 
detail. The expenses of all printing, printed matter and postage 
necessary in sending for and receiving such information shall be 
paid by the Association. He shall receive $75.00 compensation as 
annual salary, to be paid annually by warrant on the Treasurer 
issued by the Secretary and counter-signed by the President. 


Section 6. It shall be the duty of the Executive Committee to 
have published the proceedings of the Association; to transact 
all business of the Association during the times intervening be- 
tween the annual meetings of said Association; to advise the 
Treasurer in the management of all funds of the Association. At 
all meetings of the Executive Committee a majority of the com- 
mittee shall constitute a quorum, and a majority of such quorum 
may determine all questions and transact all business the same as 
if all the said committee were present. 


Section 7. The expenses of the President when absent from 
home upon business of the Association, and while attending the 
annual meetings and special meetings of the Association, to be 
incurred at his discretion, shall be paid upon warrant issued by 
the Secretary and counter-signed by the President, and the ex- 
penses of the other officers of the Association when absent from 
home upon business of the Association, and while attending the 
annual meetings and special meetings of said Association shall 
likewise be paid upon warrant issued by the Secretary and counter- 
signed by the President. ; 

Section 8. All moneys expended under this Article shall be 
paid out the General Fund of this Association, and not from the 
Firemen’s Relief Fund. Provided, that the salary of the Treasur- 
er and printing of the minutes each year may be paid out of the 
Firemen’s Relief Fund. 
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MEMBERSHIP 
Article II 


Section 1. Each fire company shall pay a membership fee of 
Five Dollars, and each Fire Chief, Assistant Chief, Fire Marshal, 
Superintendent of Fire Alarm, Superintendent of Waterworks, 

‘Building and Electric Inspectors, shall pay an annual fee of One 
Dollar, and all other members an annual fee of Fifty Cents each. 

Section 2. The annual fees above mentioned shall be paid on, 
or before the first day of January of each and every year, in ad- 
vance for the insuing year. And all members who fail to comply 
with this provision shall, thereon and by reason of such failure, 
cease to be members of this Association, and cannot again become 
members of this Association except by new application, made in 
regular form, and paying the prescribed fee for membership. 

Section 8. Any individual or company, members of this Asso- 
ciation who, at any time fail to act in a gentlemanly manner, may 
upon charges brought before the Association be expelled from said 
Association by a majority vote of the membershirp. 


Section 4. Any Honorary Fireman may, upon the payment of 
the annual fees, become a member of the Association, with all 
rights and privileges of any other member, except such Honorary 
Firemen shall not participate in the Firemen’s Relief Fund. 


SICK AND DEATH BENEFITS 
Article III 


Section 1. Any member of this Association injured or made 
sick by disease contracted in the actual discharge of his duties as 
a fireman shall be entitled to the benefits from the Firemen’s Re- 
lief Fund” of this Association, as follows: At the rate of $4.00 
per day while totally unable to attend to his ordinary business by 
reason of such injury or sickness for a period not exceeding one 
hundred days; but the Executive Committee may extend such 
benefits for good cause shown to the next annual meeting of the 
Association next after the expiration of the said period of one 
hundred days, and the Association at said annual meeting will, 
at its pleasure, determine the time for which such benefits may be 
received; and in case of death for such injury or sickness, this 
Association shall pay to the widow of the deceased $300.00 for 
funeral expenses, and should the deceased have no widow, this 
amount shall be paid to the Treasurer of the Company of which 
the deceased was a member to be used by said Company to defray 
his funeral expenses. Provided that no fireman shall be entitled 
to receive any benefits under this section until the local Fireman’s 
Relief Fund of his city or town shall have been exhausted. 

Section 2. The Chief or Acting Chief shall certify before a 
Magistrate, Notary Public or other officer authorized to administer 
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oaths on blank form published by the Secretary of this Association, 
accompanied by a certificate of the attending physician, said 
certificate to be made on a blank furnished by the Secretary of 
this Association. 


Section 3. Applications for benefits shall be made to the Sec- 
retary in compliance with the form to be furnished by the Sec- 
retary for that purpose, and shall be made within thirty days 
after receiving the injury or contracting the disease complained 
of; but said time for making said application may be extended by 
the Executive Committee for good cause shown. 


Section 4. The action of this Association upon all questions 
that may arise as to granting or refusing relief and benefits, both 
as to the amount thereof and the person claiming, and upon all 
questions relating to the right or claim of membership, shall be 
final and conclusive, and the action of the Executive Committee 
upon said questions shall in like manner be final and conclusive 
until the same be changed by the Association at its annual meet- 
ings. 
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RULES GOVERNING HosE COMPANIES 


HAND REEL CONTEST 
Two To Enter 


Sixteen men and a foreman allowed. 

Reel to carry not less than 148 feet of standard two and one- 
half inch hose to be connected on the start as when ready for duty 
to fires (three full threads) to run 100 yards, unreel not les than 
98 feet of hose, attach same to plug, screw pipe to hose (any size 
nozzle), throw water in quickets time. Water to show opposite 
or beyond the hyrant, or company shall be ruled out. The plug 
must be closed at the time of the company starting on the run, 
and shall be opened by the wrenchman. No straps or snap coup- 
lings allowed. 

No company shall be allowed to assist another. In the run 
each company is required to furnish a roll of its members to the 
Secretary of the Association on the morning after the first day, 
as early as possible. Fifteen minutes will be allowed. Each com- 
pany failing to start within that time shall be ruled out. Two 
entries required. No one allowed inside the ropes except the com- 
pany making the run. The company making the best time wins 
the first prize. No company allowed to enter more than one 
team. 


GRAB RACE CONTEST 


Company to run 50 yards, grab reel and run 50 yards to plug, 
unreel not less than 48 feet of hose, attach same to plug and throw 
water—drag rope to be put up or down (optional with company) 
Plug must be closed when company starts to run same as Reel Con- 
tests. Couplings to be broken opposite or beyond plug. Should 
butt or nozzle blow off, company be ruled out. 


HORSE REEL RACE - 
Two To Enter 


Companies allowed the use of any four-wheeled Hose Carriage 
or Wagon, either one or two-horse, to carry not less than 250 feet 
standard two and one-half inch natural unstretched hose. Carriage 
or Wagon to be weighed; weight for one horse not less than 1,000 
pounds, exclusive of driver and men; the driver, buttman and 
coupling breaker shall ride on Carriage or Wagon, horse or horses 
to be hitched to hose Carriage and Wagon and to be given a moving 
start of 50 yards behind the actual starting line. The starting 
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to be so located as to be a 200-yard run for horse to hydrant, 
where company is to unreel. Time to be taken when front wheels 
of wagon pass over the starting line until water shows, unreel not 
less than 250 feet of hose, breaking couplings and attach pipe and 
show water. Water must show within 50 of the 250-foot line; 
hose to be reeled on carriage or placed on wagon, connected with 
three full threads. The plug must be closed at the time of the 
company starting and cannot be opened until hose is first started 
to be unreeled. Companies allowed five men in addition to those 
who ride, and can be placed in such positions as desired. Time 
taken from the first signal until water shows. If butt, or pipe 
blows off company shall be ruled out and hose must be let go be- 
fore pressure is taken off. Where ballast is used the certificate 
must show the kind of ballast and weight of same. 


OTHER EVENTS 


One Hundred Yard Foot Race 


Men to run 100 yards. Two men to be selected by the captain 
of each company. The one making the best time wins the prize. 


General Rules. 


All contestants will be required to take part in the parade, un- 
less excused for satisfactory reasons, same to be made in writing. 


In no case will a second trial be allowed. 
Each company’s run will be decided by lot. 
Captains will select all judges on the morning of the contest. 


All competing companies must furnish the judges with weight of 
apparatus—to be weighed on city scales. 


Companies wishing couplings—city Standard, eight threads to 
the inch—will be furnished with the same on application to the 
Chief of Fire Department. 


Hose will be furnished on the day of contest, if desired. 


No person will be allowed to enter any of the contests unless he 
is a bona fide member of the company with which he enters. 


N. B.—Judges must be governed by the rules, as no changes 
will be allowed under any circumstances. 
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Rules Governing Motor Contest at Fay- 
etteville Convention and Tourna- 


ment 1920. 


Rule 1. Contest shall be to test the efficiency of the men, and 
not for speed of truck. 


Rule 2. Team shall consist of not more than 8 men, one of 
whom shall be captain. Team to be sub-divided into 2 sub-teams, 
one for Hose contest and one for the Chemical contest. The 
Hose team to consist of 1 wrenchman, 1 buttman, 1 slack-puller, 1 
coupling-breaker and 1 nozzleman. The Chemical team to consist 
of 2 laddermen and one climber—three men; total eight men. 


Rule 8. Truck shall be furnished by the city where Tourna- 
ment is to be held. Same truck to be used by all teams alike. A 
competent chauffer to be furnished by the city, to drive for all 
alike. He shall be sworn to give as near as is humanly possible the 
same start, the same speed and same finish to all teams alike. 


Rule 4. Truck to start from a standstill with men on truck, 
from a point not less than 200 yards from hydrant; to run with 
fair speed to all, breaking string that sounds starting gong going 
at hydrant, 100 feet from hydrant and pass hydrant and come to 
a full stop opposite the ladder-shed, which shall be erected on the 
opposite side of the street, 100 feet beyond the hydrant. (Hydrant 
to be on left, ladder-shed to be on right. 


Rule 5. Men to jump from truck, remove cap, connect hose to 
hydrant lay two sections of hose, break coupling, attach nozzle and 
show water at nozzle. The Chemical men to unship ladder, place 
same against ladder shed; the climber to mount same and touch 
bell on ladder-shed with his chemical nozzle. Bell to be erected 
on ladder-shed 14 feet from pavement to the center of bell. Ladder 
to be standard twelve foot truck ladder. 


Rule 6. There shall be two sets of timers, one for the Hose 
contest, and one for the Chemical contest. Hose contest shall be 
WET, the chemical contest to be DRY. Time shall be taken by 
both sets of timers at the sound of the starting gong—until water 
shows at nozzle for the Hoseman, and from the touch of the 
chemical nozzle at top round of ladder-shed by the Chemical men. 
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Rule 7. In the Water Contest, coupling must be broken and 


water shown, opposite or beyond hydrant; hose must be laid in 
truck, same as for fire service; second coupling (the one to be 
broken) to be on three full threads and placed in truck, beyond 
the reach of the coupling breaker, until hose is commenced to be 
laid; buttman and slack-puller allowed not more than fifteen feet 
of slack to jump with; cap on hydrant to be three full threads. 


Rule 8. The time of the Hose service and the Chemical ser- 
vice to be kept separate. Separate prizes to be given to the win- 
ners in each contest. 


Rule 9. A neutral judge who is not in anyway connected with 
the team making the run, to ride on truck and report any infrac- 
tion of the above rules. 


Rule 10. No one except members of team starting with truck 
allowed to assist in any particular. 


The General rules of the Association to govern Judges in mak- 
ing all decisions.

ARTICLES OF INCORPORATION OF 
THE FIREMEN’S FRATERNAL INSURANCE FUND OF THE 
NORTH CAROLINA STATE FIREMEN’S 
ASSOCIATION 


This is to certify, that the undersigned, a majority who are 
citizens and residents of the State of North Carolina, do hereby as- 
sociate ourselves into a corporation, under and by virtue of an Act 
of the General Assembly of the State of North Carolina, Chapter 
106, of the Consolidated Statutes of North Carolina, known as the 
North Carolina Insurance Law, and the ‘several acts and supple- 
ments amendatory thereof. 


1. The name of the corporation is The Firemen’s Fraternal In- 
surance Fund of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association. 


2. The names and post office addresses of the incorporators are 
as follows:

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3. The location of the principal or head office shall be in the 
city of Concord, County of Cabarrus, State of North Carolina, but 
the same may be moved by said corporation or its board of direc- 
tors to any other city or town in said State. 


4. The objects for which this corporation is formed is to es- 
tablish and carry on a fraternal benefit fund for the purpose of 
making provision for the payment of a benefit in case of death of 
its members as result of disease, accident, or old age, and is or- 
ganized for the sole benefit of its members and their beneficiaries 
and designated in the insurance law as Fraternal Orders. 


5. Said corporation may make by laws for its government, 
prescribe the necessary officers, their duties and compensation, re- 
quire bond from such of its officers as occupy positions of trust, 
prescribe and levy dues and assessments to be collected from its 
members, and do and perform such things as may be necessary for 
the proper conduct of the business of said corporation. 


6. The said corporation shall have such powers, rights and

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CONSTITUTION AND By-LAws 


OF THE FIREMEN’S FRATERNAL INSURANCE FUND OF 
THE NORTH CAROLINA STATE FIREMEN’S ASSOCIATION 


Name and Object 


Article 1. The name of this Association, which is organized 
by voluntary agreement of its members and under resolutions duly 
adopted by the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association, shall 
be known as “Fiermen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund of the State of 
North Carolina.” 


Article 2. The objects of said Association shall be to cement 
more firmly the bonds of fraternity and friendship now existing 
between the members of THE NORTH CAROLINA STATE 
FIREMEN’S ASSOCIATION. 


Article 3. The Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund shall be 
created and maintained by assessment made upon its members, 
which shall become due and payable as provided in the By-Laws 


of the Association. 
Government 


Article 1. The Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund shall be 
under the general control and supervision and management of the 
Executive Committee of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Asso- 
ciation. ; 


Article 2. The Executive Committee shall make a report at 
each and every Annual Meeting of the North Carolina State Fire- 
men’s Association at its first business session. 


By-Laws and Regulations 
The officers of the Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund shall 
be the Executive officers of the North Carolina State Firemen’s 


Association. 
Membership 


Section 1. Any active member in good standing with the 


North Carolina State Firemen’s Association and any honorary mem- 
ber who has already served five years as an active fireman in a 
company having representation in the State Firemen’s Association 
and who has for the past five years been in good standing with the 
North Carolina State Firemen’s Association shall be eligible for 
membership in the Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund. 


Sub.-Sec. 2. The application of any person presented to the 
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Secretary of the Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund for member- 
ship as an honorary member shall be accompanied by a sworn 
statement, sworn to and subscribed before a Notary Public by the 
three ranking officials of the Department or organization to which 
applicant has belonged to, or affiliated with, stating that such 
applicant has been an active member of an organized Fire Depart- 
ment in the State of North Carolina and is in good standing in 
the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association and has been for 
the period of FIVE years immediately preceeding the presenta- 
tion of his application. 


Sub.-Sec. 3. No application presented for membership either 
active or honorary shall be accepted by the Secretary of the Fire- 
men’s Fraternal Insurance Fund if the age of the applicant is in 
excess of 50 years. 


2. Any member whose name shall have been dropped from the 
Roll of Members for non-payment of assessments may be resinstat- 
ed in his memhership upon application, and upon showing, by 
medical certificate, that he is in good health at the time and upon 
paying to the Secretary the sum of $2.20 together with 12 past due 
assessments: Provided, however, that no member. so in default 
shall be allowed more than one application for re-instatement. 


Beneficiaries and Certificates 


3. <A Certificate of Membership shall be issued to each mem- 
ber of THE FIREMEN’S FRATERNAL INSURANCE FUND OF 
THE STATE OF NORTH CAROLINA, signed by the President 
and Secretary, which certificate, among other things, shall set forth 
the name, age, place of residence of the member, and also the 
name, age, place of residence and relationship of the Beneficiary 
named and designated by the member at the time of his applica- 
tion. 


4, The Beneficiary shall be named and designated by the mem- 
ber at the time of his application for membership, and shall be a 
near relative of the applicant. Provided; that in exceptional cases; 
and with the consent of the Executive Committee, the applicant 
may designiate his estate as beneficiary. 


5. The designated Beneficiary may be changed at the pleasure 
of the member upon surrender of his Certificate of Membership 
upon the payment of a fee of $1.00, and thereupon a new Certificate 
of Membership, with the name of the new beneficiary therein 
stated, shall be issued to him. Upon surrender of any Certificate, 
the President and Secretary shall cancel the same. 

6. In case the certificate of Membership shall be lost or de- 
stroyed, and a member desires to procure a new Certificate of 
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Membership or desires to change the beneficiary designated therein, 
he shall have the resignated beneficiary, if living, join in the appli- 
cation for a new certificate, or for change of the Beneficiary; Pro- 
vided, that in case the designated beneficiary be dead, proof of 
such fact must accompany the application for a new certificate, 
or for change of the beneficiary. 


7. In case the designated beneficiary shall pre-decease the 
member, and the member shall die without having designated a 
new beneficiary, then, and in that event, the amount payable un- 
der the Certificate of Membership shall-be payable to the heirs 
at law or legatees of such deceased member, according to the laws 
of the State of which the deceased member was a citizen at the 
time of his death. 

Payment of Beneficiary Fund 


Upon receiving satisfactory notice of the death of a member of 
THE FIREMEN’S FRATERNAL INSURANCE FUND OF THE 
STATE OF NORTH CAROLINA, the President and Treasurer 
shall immediately forward to the beneficiary designated in the 
Certificate of Membership, if living, or to the heirs at law or 
legatees of such deceased member, if known, and the designated 
beneficiary be dead, a check for a sum of not less than Two Hun- 
dred and Fifty Dollars if so much be in the Treasury at the time, 
and as soon hereafter as practicable, not exceeding sixty days, 
the balance collected upon the assessment made on account of the 
death of such deceased member: Provided, that no amount great- 
er than One Thousand Dollars of the sum collected upon the as- 
sessment made for the death of any deceased member shall be 
paid to the designated beneficiary, if living, or to the heirs at law 
or legatees of the deceased member, if the resignated beneficiary 
be dead at the time of the levy and collection of such assessment, 
Provided, further that One Dollar from every assessment in excess 
of One Thousand Dollars collected from members shall go to es- 
tablish a surplus fund. 


Assessment and Beneficiary Fund 
1. Each member of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Asso- 
ciation becoming a member of the Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance 
Fund of the State of North Carolina shall pay in advance to the 
Secretary, the sum of $2.20 which shall constitute the first two 
assessments. 


2. Upon the death of any member of the Association, there 
shall be levied upon each member an assessment of $1.10, and 
there shall be levied as many assessments as there shall be deaths 
of members, to the end that the primary fund arising from the 
first two assessments shall be maintained intact as nearly as pos- 
sible. 
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3. All assessments shall be levied by the Secretary, notice of 
which shall be promptly given to each member, and shall be pay- 
able to said President and Secretary within thirty days after the 
same shall have been made. 


4. Any member who shall. fail to pay the assessment levied, 
and being in default in payment thereof for thirty days after 
notice of such assessment, shall cease to be a member of THE 
FIREMEN’S FRATERNAL INSURANCE FUND OF THE 


STATE OF NORTH CAROLINA, and. shall forfeit all interest 
therein, unless reinstated as herein provided. 


5. The sum arising from assessments shall be apportioned and 
applied as follows: Ten (10c) cents to each assessment shall be 
applied to the account of salary and expenses of one ($1.00) Dol- 
lar thereof, not to exceed One Thousand Dollars, as heretofore 
provided, to the beneficiary of the member for whose death the 
assessment may be levied. 


6. Upon payment of the full amount collected upon an assess- 
ment on account of the death of any member of the Fund, the 
President and Secretary shall cancel the certificate of membership 
of such deceased member. 

Amendments 


These By-Laws and Regulations may be repealed, amended or 
added to by vote of two-thirds of the Executive Committee at any 
regular meeting, or at a meeting called for that purpose, same 
to be subject to approval of the NORTH CAROLINA STATE 
FIREMEN’S ASSOCIATION at its next regular meeting. 


Application blanks and Forms of Certificate of Membership 
were offered for inspection and the question of the exact forms 
left open for future action. 


Upon motion of Capt. McNeil the election of a board of direc- 
tors resulted as follows: James H. Wood, John L. Foister, Charles 
Schnibben, R. E. Currier and John L. Miller, the same persons as 
now constitute the Executive Committee of the North Carolina 
State Firemen’s Association. The work of the incorporators hav- 
ing been completed, the meeting was adjourned.

Treasurer of the Board of Trustees of your local Relief 
Fund is required to make report of the condition of the 
fund for each year ending June 30th., to the Secretary of 
the State Association on blank furnished from his office. 
Consolidated Statutes, Section 6070. 


WHEN THESE REQUIREMENTS ARE MET: When these re- 
quirements are met you will be in good standing with the 
State Association, and will have complied with all Statutes 
relative to the Firemen’s Relief Fund, disbursed by the 
Insurance Commissioner’s Office. 
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
